THE BENSON SURVEY. 


Ex-Commissioner Lamoreaux and 
the Late Administration, 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


NEAU (Wis.,) Aug. 30.—Ex-Com- 
Biter of the General Land Office 
Lamoreaux, who was charged with at- 
tempting fraud in connection with the 
land surveys of California known as 
the Benson surveys, has come out with 
a denial of the charges.

Jawsmiths Gather in the City of Big 

Breweries—Wrangle Over What 
Shall Be Done—Ratchford Wants 
Another Session of Congress. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Aug. 30.—Less than 
one thousand people, among whom 
were a large number of ladies, assem- 
bled in Masonic Hall tonight to listcn 
to addresses by prominent labor lead- 
ers brought to the city by the confcr- 
ence. There was enthusiasin 
shown. When it became known that 
Eugene V. Debs, president of the Sv- 
cial Democracy, would not speak there 
were signs of disapproval and loud 
cries for that noted leader. 

On the stage were a number of the 
most notable of the delegates to the 
conference, among them being James 
R. Sovereign, grand master workman 
of the Knights of Labor; M. D. Ratch- 
ford, president of the National Mine 
Workers’ Union; G. C, Clemens, the 
Populist leader, of Topeka, Kan.; W. D. 
Mahon, president of the Street Rail- 
waymen’s Union; John Lloyd of Chi- 
cago, a representative of Debs’s Social 
Democracy, and Frank Stevens of the 
Delaware Single Tax League. 

Grand Master Workman Sovereign, 
who presided, made an impassioned 
address, in which he said that the la- 
boring men of this country were face 
to face with the last great problem of 
civilizaticn—their rights and liberty of 
free speech. He predicted that the 
conference would result in the issuance 
of an edict that would lead to a new 
era of liberty to the laboring classes 
of America. 

The presiding officer then called for. 
Eugene V. Debs, and John F. Kelly" 
announced that the Social Democracy 
leader was busy with the Committee 
on Resolut and could not aitend 
the meeting. ‘He séht ‘word, however, 
that after the presentaticam of the re- 
port of the committee, he would make 
an expression of his views on the ques- 
tion before the conference. 

John W. Lloyd of Chicagc spoke in 
his stead. He said the injunction was 
the last nail in the coffin of freedom 
and justice, and predicted that there 
would never be an effective strmake un- 
til every wheel of industry of thle coun- 
try was stopped. 

Among the octher speakers were 
Frank Stevens, who said that the only 
solution of the quescion was single tax; 
W. D. Mahon, G. C. Clemens and M. D. 
Ratchford, who was the last on the 
programme. 


LABOR CONFERENCE. 


Hitch at the Opening—Head Jaw- 
sm in Attendance. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


ST. LOUIS, Aug.30.—Delegates to the 
conference this morning were E. V. 
Debs of Terre Haute, M. D. Ratchford 
of Columbus and W. D. Mahon of De- 
troit. Debs said that while he is no 
longer affiliated with any labor body, 
he came simply as the guest of the 
conference under the general call. He, 
would not venture an opinion on the 
prebable outcome of the conference. 
Ratchford will probably present his 
plan calling upon every man and wo- 
man in the country to 
cent a day of their wages to the fund 
for the relief of the striking miners. 
This, he thinks, will amount to $2000 
per diem. None of the delegates are 
willing to forecast what the conference 
will do. 

Chairman Steinbiss of the local Com- 
mittee of Arrangements called the con- 
ference to order at 10- o’clock, but only 
about one hundred people were then 
in the hall, and as there seemed to be 
some misunderstanding as to the time 
and place of meeting, a recess was 
taken for one hour, and the committee 


appointed to make the rounds of ho- 
‘tels and notify delegates. 


Shortly after 11 o’clock the confer- 
ehce was again called to order and W. 
B. Prescott, president of the National 
Typographical Union, of Indianapolis, 
was chosen temporary chairman, and 
W. C. Pearce of Columbus secretary. 
After appointing a Committee on Cre- 
dentials the conference adjourned un- 
til 2 o’clock. A wrangle ensued upon 
the motion of a delegate that a Com- 
mittee on Resoluticns be appointed, 
and in the midst of the parliamentary 
wrangle Delegate Sovereign shouted: 
‘I’m sick and tired of. resolutions. This 
is the time for action.’”’ He moved to 
amend the motion to appoint a Com- 
mittee on Resolutions to read: “On 
Resolutions and Plan of Action.” The 
whole matter was finally tabled. 


AFTERNOON PROCEEDINGS. 

(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

The Committee on Credentials made 
its report immediately on the assem- 
bling of the conference for its after- 
noon session. It was shown that 
eighty-eight delegates, representing 
the following organizations, were pres- 
ent: United Mine Workers of America, 
Social Democracy, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the Stonemakers’ In- 
ternational Union, Brotherhood of 
Painters and Decorators, Brotherhood 
of Bottle-blowers, Building Trades 
Council of St. Louis, the Patriots of 
America, the Brotherhoo@ of Track 


Foremen, the Single Tax League of 


America, Central Labor Council of Cin- 
cinnati, the International Typographi- 
cal Union, the People’s party of Kan- 
gas and the Industrial Order of Freed- 
men. 

The report, after some discussion, 
was adopted. It was decided, however, 
that delegates be recognized as coming 
from the particular organization which 
they represented instead of the general 


body. The general report showed also } 


the presence of one woman delegate, 
Mrs. Mary Jones of Chicago, who rep- 
resents the Social Democracy. The 
temporary organization was then made 
permanent and the chairman read the 
eall for the convention. 

It was moved and seconded that a 
committee on resolutions be made up, 
consisting of one member from each

amended by Delegate Stephens of Phil- 
adelphia to read “‘and plan of action.” 

Mr. Mahon of Detroit objected to this 
committee as unwieldy, and said he 
was perfectly satisfied to leave the 
matter of resolutions to a committee of 
five to be selected by the chair. He 
amended the resolution to that effect. 
Mr. Mahon’s amendment was carried 
on a division, as was the amendment 
of Mr. Stephens. The chairman then 
named as the Committee on Resolu- 
tions and Pl of Action, W. G. Pearce 
. D. Mahon of the 
street-railroad men, Victor Berger of 
Milwaukee, who represents the Social 
Democracy, in whose favor Debs de- 
clined; G. C. Clemens of Topeka, rep- 
resenting the Populists, and James R. 
Sovereign. 

Ratchford then took the floor. He 
went over the miners’ strike from its 
inception to the presen! day, and dwelt 
particularly upon ‘‘government by in- 
junction.’”” He pleaded for prompt ac- 
tion, and coming to the point of his 
argument, advocated a special session 
of Congress as the best and, in fact, 
the only relief. 

Sovereign put himself on record as. 
opposed to Ratchford’s plan. He be- 
lieved this would be the last conven- 
tion to be held under present condi- 
tions, and that the crucial test now 
confronted organized labor. 

At midnight the committee went into 
session at the Laclede in an endeavor 
to prepare something tenable to report 
tomorrow. 

A FOREGONE CONCLUSION. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Aug. 30.—The con- 
ference of labor leaders which began 
this morning had a busy day, and to- 
night the end is in sight. What the 
conference has accomplished, if any- 
thing, is in doubt. It is not believed 
the leaders have attained any definite 
result, and, in fact, according to the 
president of one of the national organ- 
izations, the failure of the conference 
was a foregone conclusion. 

“I should feel very much chagrined,”’ 
said this gentleman, “if I had any part 
in the convention or this conference.” 

The Committee on Resolutions and 
Plan of Action was at work all after- 
noon and tonight, and this evening 
Sovereign announced that it had for- 
mulated a plan, but declined to give 
any details. The platform, it is ex- 
pected, will be submitted to the con- 
vention tomorrow morning. The four- 
teen different organizations represented 
in the convention make an unwieldy 
body, and it is evident that all of them 
cannot be satisfied with a platform 
formulated by five men representing as 
many branches of organized labor. 

Ratchford’s plan of petitioning Pres- 
ident McKinley to convene Congress 
in extra session to enact measures 
providing for the settlement of the 
present labor difficulties, or, as he put 
it, ‘to define the rights of citizens, if 
any,’ did not meet with the approval 
he had hoped for, and it is not be- 
lieved that the plank will be incor- 
porated in the platform. 

Although present in the convention 
all day, Debs did not speak, nor did he 
put in’an appearance ‘at tonight's 
mass-meeting, where he was widely ad- 
vertised to make an address. He is 
represented on the Resolutions Com- 
mittee, however, by Mr. Berger, and as 
he has remained pretty close to the 
gentlemen composing that committee, 
it is safe to say his “Social Democracy” 
idea will be represented. 

It is thought adjournment will be 
reached some time tomorrow. 


DEBSY 1S TALKING. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
DENVER, Aug. 30.—A special to the 
News from Terre . Haute, Ind., says 
Eugene V. Debs left for St. Louis to- 
night to attend the conference called 
by the National Executive Board of 
National Mine Workers. He says 
there has been a remarkable change in 
public sentiment on the _ injunction 
question; that, whereas three years 
ago there was hardly any dissent from 
the course of judges who were issuing 
restraining orders against the strikers, 
the preponderance of sentiment now is 
in opposition. . 
INDIANA RELIEF WORK. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
DENVER, Aug. 30.—A special to the 
News from Lebanon, Ind., says an im- 
mense meeting was held last night at 
the operahouse in behalf of the starv- 
ing coal-miners in Indiana. Judge 
Thomas J. Terhune made a statement 
of the condition of the miners, as he 
found it while making his investigation 
as Gov. Mount’s special commissioner, 
In the course of his address he said: 
“There are 8000 families in the State in 
destitution; thirty thousand people who 
are literally starving. A few years ago 
they received $1.25 per ton; now the 
average price paid is about 35 cents per 
ton. A good miner can make $1 a day, 
and is allowed to work two or three 
days each week. They are compelled 
to trade at company stores, and the 
prices they pay are left entirely to the 
mine operators. The miners admit 
that they cannot live on the present 
scale of wages.” 
A large subscription to 
fund was raised. 
SETTLEMENT PROBABLE. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
CLEVELAND (0O.,) Aug. 30.—A 
prominent coal operator in the Pitts- 
burgh district said tonight that the 
miners’ strike would be probably set- 
tled, temporarily at least, within the 
next forty-eight hours.

Sweeping Blow Against European 
Steamship Lines, 


The Seope of the Discriminating 
Duty Widened. 


All Goods Imported in Foreign Ves- 
sels from Ports not Exempt by 
Treaty “tipulations May also Be 
Taxed the Ten Per Cent. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) | 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—*Involved 
in the question of the interpretation 
of section 22 of the new tariff with re- 
gard to the 10-per-cent. discriminating 
duty on foreign goods coming into the 
United States from ,Canada or Mexico, 
which is now before the Attorney-Gen- 
eral for decision, is another question 
of. equal, if not greater magnitude. 
This other question has almost entirely 
escaped public notice, but it is giving 
the Treasury Department great con- 
cern. It was referred to the Attorney- 
General by Secretary Gage for inter- 
pretation along with the other features 
of section 22 which are in controversy. 
It involves the question of whether 
this discriminating duty of 10 per cent. 
does not apply to all goods imported 
in foreign vessels landing at United 
States ports which are not exempt 
from discriminating tonnage taxes by 
express treaty stipulation. 

The question arises from another 
slight deviation from the language of 
previous. provisions in section 22, 
which, if made intentionally, would’ 
seem to indicate that it was designed 
to discriminate against three-fourths 
of all the big transatlantic and trans- 
pacific steamship lines, as well as 
many of the South American lines. 

In all previous laws, the section cor- 
responding to section 22 of the new 
law, after providing for the 10 per 
cent. discriminating duty on goods im- 
ported in vessels not flying the United 
States flag, provides ‘that this dis- 
oriminating duty shall not apply to 
goods, wares or merchandise which 
shall be imported in vessels not of the 
United States entitled at the time of 
such importation by treaty or act of 
Congress to be entered in ports of the 
United States, or the payment of the 
same duties as shall then be payable 
on goods etc., imported in vessels of 
the United States.” 

The new law omits “acts of Congress” 
and substitues ‘‘convention,” so as to 
make it read not exempt by “treaty 
or convention.” 

It is in pursuance of an act of Con- 
gress (section 4228) that Presidents in 
the past ‘have by proclamation ex- 
empted vessels of many countries from 
this discriminating duty. The ques- 
tion now before the Attorney-General 
is whether the omission of the words 
“act of Congress”’ does not repeal sec- 
tion 4228. If it does it will strike a tre- 
mendous blow at all foreign lines now 
exempt by Presidential proclamation, 
and confine the exemption strictly to 
the vessels of countries with which we 
have treaties granting such exemp- 
tions. 

The vessels of countries which would 
not be affected by an adverse decision, 
that is, countries with which we have 
treaties covering this specific subject, 
are Sweden, Germany, Austria, Brazil, 
Belguim, Denmark, Italy, Greece, Chile, 
Argentina, Hayti, Hawaii, Holland, 


sail to American ports. The countries 
now enjoying exemption from discrim- 
inating duties, either wholly or in part 
under proclamations issued in pursu- 
ance of section 4228 of the Revised 
Statutes, are Great Britain, Spain, 
Portugal, Japan, Nicaragua and Mex- 
ico. 

Of course, the largest class of ves- 
sels which might be affected are the 
English lines, which come to the United 
States not only from British ports, but 


from the oriental countries, India, 
South America, and, in fact, from every 
country on the globe. If Brith ves- 


sels should be thrown back upon their 
treaty exemptions which are contained 
in the treaty of Washington, the goods 
of all British vessels sailing from other 
ports except the territorial possessions 
in Europe would have to pay the addi- 
tional 10-per-cent. tax. 

More than that, all goods shipped 
in British vessels, not the product or 
manufacture of Great Britain’s Eu- 
ropean possessions,even though shipped 
from English, Scotch or Irish ports, 
would be subject to the discriminating 
duty. An adverse decision would there- 
fore affect the Cunard, Anchor, Arrow, 
Transatlantic and other transatlantic 
lines to that extent; the French line, 
the Phelps line running to Mediter- 
ropean ports; the two Portuguese freight 
lines (except products of Portugal,) 
several of the South American lines, 
including what are known as the Green 
line of steamers, the Javanese, the 
Canadian Pacific and the Oriental and 
Occidental steamers on the Pacific, be- 
side hundreds of tramp steamers. 


DR. BRECK’S BODY. 


Benicia Church People Will not 
Give Up Except for Money. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) Aug. 30.—The 
vestry of the church of Benicia, Cal., 
where the remains of Rev. Dr. James 
Lloyd Breck are interred, have refused 
to allow the remains to be removed to 
Nashotah, Wis., unless there is a money 
consideration for the care of the grave.

(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
TACOMA (Wash.,) Aug. 30.—A letter’ 
to the Ledger has just been received 
from the North Fork of the MacMillan 
River, Aalska, from George Lemmon, 
addressed to his wife in South Tacoma, 
giving particulars of a fabulously-rich 
strike on this tributary of the Mac- 
Millan River. He and his partner went 
there from the Yukon on information 
from an Indian who accompanied them 
last spring, and he says that they 
have struck a locality richer than the 
Klondyke. In three months they have 
made a clean-up of $55,000. He says 
they have a large bucket and a bean- 
can full of nuggets, and although they 
have no scales they believe it will read 
the amount named. They have staked 
off five claims, and he tells his wife to 
send up four friends, whom he desig- 
nates, as quickly as possible to locate 
the adjoining properties, the law being 
that one man can locate only on 
claim, 

The letter was sent down by the 
Indian, who took $500 or $600 worth of 
nuggets to lay in_a fresh supply for 
the winter. Lemmon says he will not 
be out before next summer, and thinks 
his friends can reach there by the mid- 
dle of October over the Chilcoot Pass. 
MacMillan River is between two hun- 
dred and three hundred miles south of 
the Klondyke, and until lately has been 
an unexplored region. 

He expresses fear of scurvy breaking 
out this winter unless they can get 


' some greea vegetables in, but he adds 


that nothing would induce him to leave 
the diggings until next year, as by that 
time they are confident of having sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars.

SKAGUAY 


Humanity, Horses and Other Cattle 

Mixed Up Indescribable. | 

(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SEATTLE, Aug. 30.—The following 
letter was received per steamer Utopia 
today by the Associated Press: 

“SKAGUAY, Aug. 23.—The jam is 
broken on the SkKaguay trail. A num- 
ber of outfits have gotten over, and 
there is a steady stream of moving 
humanity mixed up in an almost in- 
describable mass of horses of all sizes, 
ages and conditions, mules, steers, 
milch cows, goats and dogs, also ve- 
hicles of every description and king 
to be imagined. Three steamers are 
now unloading on lighters, which con- 
vey the freight as near the shore as 
possible, where it is loaded on wagons 
or carried over high tide. 

“The Utopia is unloading at the only 
wharf—a very shaky structure. Two 
pile-drivers are at work on another 
dock, which is expected to be a sub- 
stantial affair, A new sawmill got up 
steam for the first time this morning. 
Rough lumber is worth $27 per thous- 
and, but cannot be got fast enough 
at any price. 

“The city of tents is not being dis- 
placed, but reinforced by a city of 
‘shacks’ of all sizes and degrees of fin- 
ish. Skaguay is the boom town of 
Alaska. Every man whose heart failed 
him when he encountered the first hard- 
ship has turned townsite boomer. Four 
weeks ago Skaguay was not Known; 
today there are not less than 3000 peo- 
ple here in addition to those on the 
ships in the harbor. They have sur- 
veyed off the townsite, the first-comers 
having first choice. The United States 
Commissioner is issuing some kind of a 
certificate, fee $5, surveyors another, 
$5; then the squatter sticks up his tent, 
shack, or corral and is ready to skin 
the first tenderfoot that comes along. 
Transfers by quit claim are quite com- 
mon, and as high as $200 has been 
paid for a choice location. 

“Skaguay has all the usual accome- 
paniment of a frontier mining town. 
Dance-halls and scarlet women, roul- 
ette, faro, stud poker and craps find 
devotees ready to tempt fickle fortune’s 
smiles. 

“There is no danger of a famine 
here, though there may be shortage in 
some lines. On all sides ‘smiling plenty 
as if conjured by some enchanter’ here 
abounds. Great piles of hay, grain, 
flour, bacon, sugar and all the neces- 
saries are in stock apparently for some 
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time to come. There are not less than 
2000 horses at work on the Skaguay 
trail, but it is hard to get anyone to 
contract to deliver you over the sum- 
mit—at any price—but you can get 
over for about 30 cents a pound if you 
are willihg to wait and contract by 
sections. The packers at this end of 
the trail do not like to contract far- 
ther than the first hill, six miles out, 
then one has to hire another outfit. 
“At Dyea, the Indians are moving 
the freight in an almost ‘unbroken 
stream from the landing to Lake Lin- 
derman, and it is no trouble to con- 
tract to get one’s entire outfit put over 
at one trip for 30 to 35 cents a pound, 
No one should come expecting to get 
over this fall for a less rate, and no 
one should bring boats. There are 
boats, -set up, knocked down in sec- 
tions and single boards on both trails 
from landing to base of summit, but 
not one has yet been taken over. 
ONLY THREE CROSSED. 


VICTORIA (B. C.,) Aug. 30.—Of all 
the men heard of on the Skaguay 
trail, and a very large number of let- 
ters were received today, Only three, 
and they had lighter outfits than the 
most of the parties, got their goods 
through to the lakes, and are ready 
to sail down: the river to the Klondyke. 
Six thousand or more are camped at 
Skaguay, or are fighting their way 
across, with very poor chances of suc- 
cess in most cases. 


SHOT BY VIGILANTES. 


Unknown Man Killed for Steafiing a 
Sack of Flour. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Aug. 30.—An un- 
known man has been shot on the Skag- 
uay trail by a committee of vigilantes, 
and his bones are now rotting beneath 
a pile of rocks within a few rods of the 
pass. This news was brought down by 
the steamer Utopia, which arrived this 
morning at 3 o’clock from Skaguay. 
The story in general is all that can 
be learned, the details being ufknown 


among the Utopia’s six passengers. 


Some time ago a sack of flour was 
stolen. Suspicicn pointed to a man 
who was encamped near the summit. 
A committee of six was chosen to fer- 
ret out and punish the thief. The men 
went to the tent of the suspected man 
and found the missing sack. The man 
begged for mercy, but the committee, 
satisfied of his guilt, decreed that he 
be immediately killed. The man was 
dragged from the tent and tied up- 
right to a pole. The committee 
stood off a short distance and at a 
word shot together. The thief’s body 
was pierced in six places. 

Feeling their duty done and sick of 
their task, the vigilantes left at once, 
not even waiting to put the bleeding 
form beneath the ground. For three 
ays it hung there.in full view of those 
passing with their packs. The odor 
emanating from the decaying body be- 
came so offensive that two men cut 
it loose and, carrying it up a hillside, 
covered it with a pile of stones, and 
even that did not suffice to quench the 
stench which infected the atmosphere. 
The Utcpia left Skaguay August 12. 

The steamer Detroit sailed for Dyea 
and Skaguay this afternoon with forty 
passengers.

Mr. Peter- 
gon, who cane out from Dawson, says 
he also heard the report, but Goes not 
credit it, as nothing of.the kind had 
occurred up to Juiy 2S, when Shelp and 
his party, the very last ones to leave, 
left Dawson City. 

NEW. STEAMBOAT SERVICE. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—A new 
steamboat mail service between Juneau 
and Dyea, Alaska, the first stretch on 
the overland trail to the Klondyke re- 
gion, was announced by the Postoffice 
Department today. It provides for 
the dispatch of the mails from Juneau 
twice a month, immediately after the 
arrival of the mail steamer from Se- 
attle, and arriving at Dyea in twelve 
hours. Mails will leave Dyea twice a 
month, within about twelve hours after 
arrival from Juneau, or in time to 
oe with mails at Juneau for Se- 
attle.

BOILED A CADAVER.| 


DEFENSE EXPERIMENTS IN THE 
LUETGERT CASE. , 


Result is Declared to Have Done 
Away With the Contention of 
the Prosecution. 


SAUSAGE-MAN’S TRIAL OPENS.

LUETGERT PRESENT IN COURT 
AND LOOKING WELL.

Statement of Assistant State’s At- 
torney McEwen—The Woman Last 
Seen Alive Near the Factory. 
Witnesses’ Testimony. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—The trial of 
Adolph Luetgert began in earnest to- 
day, the preliminary work of securing 
the jury having been completed. Long 
before the case was called, the cor- 
ridors of the court were thronged with 
people anxious to gain admittance. 
Contrary to the expectation of the 
State, the jury will be asked by the de- 
fense to witness an experiment in the 
vat in the basement of the sausage 
factory, this to be the result of an ex- 
periment conducted by Luetgert’s at- 
torneys Saturday and yesterday. The 
body of a man about Mrs. Luetgert’s 
age and weight, who met death by 
violence Thursday, was taken to the 
factory at No. .607. Diversy avenue 
and immersed in a solution of caustic 
potash. The result exceeded the ex- 
pectations. The experts reported that 
after boiling the body in a 15-per-cent. 
solution of potash for the same length 
of time, three and one-half hours, and 
under the same _ circumstances as the 
State alleges Luetgert disintegrated 
the body of his wife, the complete skel- 
eton of the cadaver remained intact 
and the solution had but little effect 


upon the clothing. 


As a result of the test, the defense 
will, it is said, ask Judge Tuthill to 
remove the court and jury to the base- 
ment of the big sausage factory for a 
few hours and witness another experi- 
ment, which the defense claims will 
completely disprove the State’s theory 
of disintegration. 

Luetgert was calm and composed 

when brought into court, and had ap- 
parently been greatly refreshed by 
Sunday’s respite from the daily court- 
room ordeal. Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney MckKwen formally opened the case 
for the State. On the wall close to the 
jury box hung large maps of the Luet- 
gert factory, the lLuetgert 
home’ and all surrounding the place 
where, it is charged, the prisoner killed 
his wife and then destroyed the body. 
The attorney for the State began with 
the disappearance of Mrs. lLuetgert 
May 1, and next described the visit, on 
May 4, of Dietrich Bicknesse, brother of 
Mrs. Luetgert, who called to see his 
Sister and discovered that she had dis- 
appeared. He dwelt on the apparent 
indifference of the husband and his 
statement that he had not informed the 
police, but had hired two detectives, 
and the invitation to Bicknesse to call 
again in apout a week, when he would 
tell him if anything had been discov- 
ered concerning the whereabouts of his 
sister. 
_Attorney McEwen told the jury that 
Luetgert’s statement that he had hired 
two detectives to search for his wife 
would be proven false. He _ said the 
theory of the State was that Mrs. Luet- 
gert accompanied her husband in the 
factory. About 10:30 o’clock their lit- 
tle son Louis returned from the city 
and saw her sitting in the kitchen. 
The conversation of the boy with his 
mother was interrupted by Luetgert, 
who came in and ordered the boy to 
bed. Before going to sleep the boy 
heard his father descending the back 
Stairs toward the factory, where he 
had slept for yéars. The theory of the 
State is that Mrs. Luetgert descended 
the stairs at the same time and went 
to the factory. The boy did not hear 
the steps because she wore house slip- 
pers which made no noise. Luetgert 
and wife were seen in the alley in the 
rear of the house a few minutes later. 
They were seen going through the gate 
ve led to no place except the fac- 
ory. 

Thhe attorney for the State then de- 
tailed the movements at the Luetgert 
factory, the turning on of the steam 
to the vat and the sending of Watch- 
man, Bailk, shortly after, to the drug- 
store, all of which kept him out of the 
factory for an hour an a half. He was 
away when Mrs. Luetgert was last 
seen alive in the alley. 

The alleged motive and _ operating 
reason which actuated Luetgert ac- 
cording to the theory of the State was 
then described. McEwen said Luetgert 
despised his wife. He had threatened 
her with violence, as evidence for the 
State would show. He had no affection 
for her, and lived alone in the factory, 
where, the attorney said, he had been 
visited by other women. 

Ex-Judge Vincent objected to this 
Statement, but Judge Tuthill overruled 
the objection. McEwen said a witness 
would testify that he saw Luetgert 
choke his wife once. She said: “You 
need not kill me, as you did that man, 
for I have no money.” This caused 
Luetgert to say that she would not be 
allowed to betray,him. 

Ex-Judge Vincent objected to this 
statement as foreign to the case, and 
not proper evidence, but over- 
ruled by the court. When McEwen 
concluded, Attorney Vincent was an- 
nounced. He said that no opening ad- 
dress would be made at present for 
the defense. The first witness was 
then called, W. H. Haafe of the’ city 
map department, who testified to the 
correctness of the drawings being used 
by the prosecution. 

AFTERNOON PROCEEDINGS 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


Two witnesses were examined |. this 
afternoon, Diedrich Bicknesse, brother 
of Mrs. Luetgert, and Louis Luetgert, 
the twelve-year-old son of che accused. 
The testimony of Bicknesse:tended in 
the main to show the alleged indiffer- 
ence of Luetgert to the fate’ of his 
wife,~and the alleged indisposition to 
report the matter of. her disappear- 
ance to the police department. 

Louis Luetgért, who is a remarkably 
bright lad for his age, produced some- 
thing of a sensation in concluding his 
testimony, and it is believed he caused 
the counsel for the prosecution to re- 
gret having placed him on the stand. 
The boy has already been examined 
twice as to his knowledge of his 
mother’s disappearance, and in neither 
case did he refer to having heard his 
mother about the house after he had 
been sent to bed. Today he recounted 
how he had gone to a circus on the 
evening of his mother’s disappearance. 
He returned about 10:30 o’clock, and 
found his mother, to whom he de- 
scribed what he had ‘seen at the cireus. 
While engaged in this conversation, he 
said, his father entered the room and 
ordered him to bed. Later, he said, 
he heard his father descending the 
rear stairway in the direction of the 
sausage factory. 

This portion of his testimony was 
identical with that given at the pre- 
liminary, : beas corpus hear- 
ings. But today continued by say- 
ing that, after’ he had been asleep 


for a long time, he was suddenly awak- 


ened by hearing a rustling of skirts in 
his bedroom. He called out: “Is that 
you father,” but his mother’s voice 
replied: ‘‘No, it is me.” 

The lad declared that he was sure 


replied to his query, and he soon went 
to sleep. The State’s attorney asked 
Louis why he had not told this part 
of his testimony before, and he replied 
that no one had asked him if he had 
seen his mother after returning, 

The court adjourned for the day, the 
defense refusing to cross-examine the 
boy.

RAILROAD RATES AND LETTER- 
CARRIERS MIXED UP. 


The Rock Island Road Cuts the 
Round-trip Rate Fixed by Other 
Lines — The, Postmaster-General 


at Chicago. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—The western 
roads have got into a sad tangle over 
rates from this city to San Francisco, 
on account of the letter-carriers’ con- 
vention which was to have been held 
there next month. Last Saturday all 
lines cut the round-trip rate to $72.50, 
and today the Rock Island announced 
that it would put in a round-trip rate 
of $62.50. 

The letter-carriers are also in a fight 
over the location of their gathering. 
The excursion committee insists that 
the convention shall be held at San 
Francisco, as originally planned, while 
the president of the association says it 
shall convene jn Chicago. Late today 
the Postmaster-General telegraphed 
Superintendent of Mail Service Troy 
that the convention must be held in 
this city. The Rock Island says it 
reduced its rates at the suggestion of 
the Southern Pacific, but that it will 
cancel the same if the convention takes 
place in Chicago. 

GRAND ARMY TICKETS. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—The chairman of 
the Western Passenger Association has 
discovered that return portions of 
Grand Army tickets reading west of 
Chicago are being presen pd with a rub- 
ber stamp indorsement on the back as 
follows: “Good to return before Sep- 
tember 1, without signature.”

The tickets have 
not been executed at Buffalo, and are 
beileved to be the work of brokers. 
Chairman Caldwell has advised all lines 
of the association to refuse to honor 
the bogus tickets.

BONES OF EXTINCTS. 


Treasures Which Delight the Souls 
of New York Naturalists. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—One hundred 
huge cases that have just arrived at 
the Musuem of Natural History in Cen-. 
tral Park are regarded with more than 
usual satisfaction by the directors of 
the museum. They are the bones of 
the remarkable specimen of extinct an- 
imals, dug out of the earth many feet 
below the surface of Wyoming, Ne- 
braska, Colorado and Texas. They are 
the first consignment of the results 
of the summer’s work of the numerous 

expeditions sent out by the museum. 

In these 100 cases there is one perfect 
specimen of a flying lizard that was 
twelve feet long. Prof.~Mathews said 
that there were numerous other sec- 
tions of lizards, but only one complete 
specimen, which was taken from Kan- 
sas soil. It belonged to a period of 
ages before man was dreamed of, and 
flew like a bat in the night and fed 
on fishes. 

Phof. Mathew, who had charge of 
an expedition to Kansas, has just re- 
turned. On his way back he got into 
Wyoming with Prof. Wortmaun’s ex- 
pedition. When that section returns to 
New York early in October there will 
be brought along a monster lizard, over 
fifty feet long. It is being dug out 
of Wyoming rock. When he left, 
thirty-five feet of the creature was in 
sight, and it was estimated that 
twenty feet more remains to be ex- 
cavated.

DEPUTIES AMBUSHED 


MOONSHINER MASSACRE IN 
POPE COUNTY, ARK. 


Fatal Aftermath of the Raid on 
Illicit Stills in the Mountains 
About Will Springs, 


CAPT. B. F. TAYLOR SHOT DOWN. 


ANOTHER SLAIN, TWO WOUNDED | 


AND TWO MISSING. 


Within Thirty Feet of a Distillery 
When Fired Upon—Pistols Cracked 
in All Directions—Further 
Bloodshed Probable, 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) Aug. 30.—Six 
men were probably massacred in the 
wilds of the mountains of Pope county 
yesterday afternoon. Two men were 
killed outright, two were fatally 
wounded and left for dead, and two 
have mysteriously disappeared and are 
either dead, or are being held captive 
by the bluodthirsty bandits who com- 
initted the awful crime, The killed a.e: 
'CAPT. B. F. IAYLOR of Searcy 
a Deputy United States Mar- 
shal. 

JOE DBDONSON of Stone county, a 
Deputy Marshal. 

The fatally wounded are two broth- 
ers named Renfrow of Searcy county. 

The names of the missing men are 
not known, but they are supposed to 
be deputy sheriffs from adjoining 
ccunties. 

The victims were all officers, deputy 


marshals and deputy sheriffs, and the . 


men who aid the awful work of car- 
nage are moonshiners of the boldest 
and most desperate class. The scene 
of the bloody crime was a gulch or 
ravine in the mountains of Pope 
county. an isolated thirty-five 
miles from Russellville, the nearest 
telegraph office, and ten miles from 
Will Springs. 

A few days ago a successful raid 
was made in the same locality, in 
which a dozen moonshiners were cap- 
tured and brought to Little Rock, One 
of them told the officers that at least 
fifty large distilleries were operating 
in the same neighborhcod. Taylor, 
with his posse, located a large moon- 
shine outfit Saturday night, and de- 
cided to make the raid Sunday in day- 
light. 

_ Proceeding slightly in advance of his 
men, Taylor was within thirty feet of 
the distillery when he was suddenly 
fired upon from ambush and instantly 


‘killed. As Dodson ran up to. Taylor, 


he was also shot dead in his tracks. 
Pistols began to crack in all directions, 
and a terrible volley was poured into 
the remaining officers. 


The Renfrow brothers fell mortally 


wounded, and lay by the roadside un- 
til, later in the day, a traveler named 
Pack chanced by. All traces of the 
bandits has disappeared, as well as 
two of the deputy sheriffs The jatter 
have not since been heard from, and 
are believed either

. "The traveler rushed to Russellvitte 


with the news, and the coroner, with a . 


heriff’s posse, started for the scene. 
No news a been received since they 
departed. Pack thinks the Renfrow 
brothers will be dead before the party 
reaches them. It is not known by whom 
the murders were committed, but the 
officers believe the gang is composed 
of desperadoes headed by Horace Bruce 
and John Church, two of the most 
dangerous characters in that locality. 

The United States officers were today 
asked to offer a reward for the arrest 
of the gang, to which the State will 
contribute, and a determined effort will 
be made to capture them. It is very 
probable the efforts will lead to fur- 
ther bloodshed. Capt. Taylor was fe 
ex-captain in the Federal army. He 
had served two terms in the State Leg- 
islature, and was noted for his bravery. 
Marshal Corser this afternoon recetved 
the following telegram from the Attor- 
ney-General:

DRAGNET OF THE LAW TO BE 
PUT IN OPERATION. 


_ Warrants to Be Issued for the Ar- 
rest of Several Persons in Puget 
Sound District. 


PROMINENT PEOPLE ACCUSED. 


WHOLESALE OPERATIONS OF THE 
ALLEGED RING, 


Whittier Escape Caught in Ventura 
County—Gov,. Budd Home Aagain. 
Craven and Hoffman Cases. 
Stockton Will Contest. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Aug. 30. 
—The Tacoma Ledger received today 
says it is probable that warrartts will 
be issued by the United States authori- 
ties within a few days for the arrest 
of several persons in the Puget Sound 
customs district for complicity in al- 
leged landing of Chinese in the United 
States. It is also probable that the 
drag-net which has been put in opera- 
tion by the government will bring 
within its entanglements persons of 
prominence in political and social life 
in other parts of the State. 

An investigation by government offi- 
cials, it is said, shows that there has 
been not only wholesale smuggling of 
Chinese, but that a large amount of 


contraband goods: of various kinds ‘thas | 


been brought into the United States 
through this port. It is estimated that 
more than twelve hundred Chinese 
have entered this port within the past 
six months. Collector Saunders denies 
all the charges, and says he courts an 
investigation. 
AN OFFICIAL CIRCULAR. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Secretary 
Gage and Atty.-Gen. McKenna issued 
@ joint circular today to collector and 
customs officers and United States at- 
torneys and marshals relative to the 
enforcement of the Chinese exclusion 
laws. The circular says: 

“In order more effectively to prevent 
the irregular admission to this country 
of Chinese persons claiming to be of 
American birth through the submission 
of testimony believed to be fraudulent, 
it has been decided to allow such per- 
sons, upon the admission to the port of 
first arrival, to proceed to their des- 
tinations, where they may be arrested 
and more vigorously prosecuted than 
appears to be at present practicable. 

“By the provisions of the act of May 
6, 1882, State and Federal courts are 
- prohibited from admitting Chinese to 
citizenship, and the question whether 
children born of Chinese parents born 
in the United States are citizens is 
now pending in the Supreme Court. 
Until otherwise ordered, all Chinese 
found in this country who are unable 
to produce laborers’ certificates or reg- 
istration, or evidence of their status as 
bona. fide merchants or laborers in 
‘transit to other countries, should be ar- 
-rested by Chinese immigrant inspectors 
‘and delivered to the proper legal au- 
thorities for the determination of their 

right to remain in the country.” 


ALKALI DID IT. 


Knocks Off a Big Lump from Fres- | 


no’s Assessment, 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


SACRAMENTO, Aug. 30.—The after-. 


noon session of the State Board of 
Equalization today was given over to 
hearing the arguments of representa- 
tives of Fresno county as to why the 
assessment in that county should not 
be raised. A comparison of the pres- 
ent roll with that of last year shows 
a falling-off in values of over $1,250,- 
000. It was this falling-off that caused 
the equalizers to cite Fresno county to 
show cause why it should not be 
boosted up some per cent. 

The county was represented by As- 


Ww. J. Hutchinson, Supervisor T. C. 
White and Alexander Gordon, a lead- 
ing vineyardist. 

Assessor Vincent said that the great 
loss was in an immense tract of land 
lying southwest of Fresno, which was 
planted in: vines, trees and alfalfa. At 
one time this was as rich a tract of 
land as there was iin Fresne county, 
but the alkali in the water lying be- 
neath the surface of the ground had 
gradually encroached upon it. This had 
damaged the soil tremendously, and 
had called for an enormous reduction. 

As an instance, Assessor Vincent 
called attention to one farm that had 
at one time sold for $150 an acre. The 
alkali had encroached upon this farm 
until the assessment had fallen to $50 
an acre. Last year he had looked at 
the place and reduced the assessment 
to $85. This year he had again - gone 
over the ground and assessed this place 
for $17 an acre. He thought eveh 
then that he had placed much too high 
a value upon it. 

In other parts of the country his as- 
sessment was fully up to that of the 
previous year, and was fairly and fully 
assessed. Crops were good; wheat and 
raisins were doing well, and some 
raisins had sold as high as 5 cents 
pound. 


FRUIT-GROWERS HAPPY. 


Best Prices in Years Offered for 
Dried Products.

Dr. Jackson Says the End of tue 
Veteran Actress is a Question 
of but a Few Days or Possibly 


u Few Hours.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—[Special Dis- 
patch.}] Mrs. John Drew’ is dying. 
The veteran actress who has worn the 
mask of comedy for so many years, 
who has wooed both laughter and tears 
from three “generations of play-goers, 
is peacefully passing away at Larch- 
mont, N. Y. The end may come at 
any moment, say the physicians. 

Mrs. Drew, who has been spending 
the summer months at Bevan House, 
has. for several years been a sufferer 
from a complication of kidney and 
heart troubles. No immediate cause 
for alarm, however, was felt until a 
month ago, when a decided change for 
the worse took place. Since then she 
has been gradually growing weaker. 

John Drew, who has been touring the 
Pacific Coast in ‘Rosemary,’ will 
leave his company tomorrow at Salt 
Lake City and come directly to New 
York. Miss Ethel Barrymore, Mrs. 
Drew’s grand-daughter, not anticipat- 
ing the present situation, sailed only a 
few days ago to join Henry Irving’s 
company. 3 

At Bevan House with Mrs. Drew are 
Mrs. J. C. Stewald and her two daugh- 
ters, distant relatives of the Drews, 
and young “Jack’’ Barrymore, son of 
the late Georgie Drew and Maurice 
Barrymore. Young Barrymore, who 
is a manly fellow of 16, and devoted 
to his grandmother, was seen this 
evening immediately after consulta- 
tion with Dr. Jackson, and said there 
was no change for the better in the 
veteran actress’ condition. . 

“You know at her age,” he volun- 
teered, ‘‘there is very little vitality. 
Her heart is very weak, and I think 
the immediate danger lies there.’’ 

The physicians in attendance enter- 

tain no hope of Mrs. Drew’s recovery. 
She is 77 years of age, and the rav- 
ages of disease have sapped her 
strength. 
“I do not think there is a chance for 
Mrs. Drew,” said Dr. Jackson, ‘Her 
death is merely a question of a few 
days at best, possibly a few hours.” 


A Real Mermaid. 


A remarkable creature, half human, 
half fish, has just been mummified and 
taken to New York. It is the closest 
approach known to science of the mer- 
maids and mermen of fiction and tra- 
dition. Its scientific name is Dugong 
Manital, Genus Homo, and is popu- 
larly termed human fish. It was 
caught last summer by a Mexican 
fisherman while he was dragging his 
net in the Gulf of California. It was 
kept alive for three months, but then 
died and was mummified by an officer 
of the United States Fish Commission 
steamer Albatross. It was thirty-one 
inches long when alive and weighed 
twenty-seven pounds. The creature 
has the perfect form of a female hu- 
man being from the head to the waist, 
having the brain, teeth, vertebrae and 
hair. In the ears were found the gills 
of a fish. From the waist down it is 
an ordinary fish, with scales, dorsal 
and caudal fins. 

The only other perfect specimen of 
this marine marvel known to be in ex- 
istence is in the Royal Museum in Ber- 
lin, where it was sent by some German 
sailors who found it in the Gulf of 
California, which seems to be its only 
habitat. 

During the few weeks that this semi- 
human fish was alive it was said to be 
very docile, yet very intelligent. Its 
eyes had a human expression in them, 
and its features, while not as beautiful 
as those attributed to the mermaids 
of mythology, were nevertheless very 
human, and it was not difficult to con- 
ceive how the ancients, if they saw 
one of these, readily sprung at the 
mermaid fancy.

SHED BY BALDY SOWERS’S ONE- 
EYED PARTNER. 


Touching Story of the Lead Nugget 
Swindle Told in Court by the 
Sage of 


REBEL GEORGE’S WORK OF ART. 


HE DANGLED THE BAIT AND LORD 
AND BOWRON BIT. 


The Last They Saw of Him He Had 
Their Money and Was Weeping 
Over a Grave—Any Old 
Grave. 


When a shrewd business man like 
I. W. Lord, the sage of Ioamosa, be- 
comes the victim of a bunco game, he 
is usually very reticent about it. Gen- 
erally it is only in the hope’ of recov- 
ering his money or bringing his de- 
spoiler to justice that he can be in- 
duced to talk without reserve. So it is 
with Mr. Lord. Every since his fa- 
mous $10,000 gold-nugget transaction 
with “Rebel George’ last April, he has 
shown a reluctance to discuss the sub- 
ject. 

But whatever embarrassment Mr. 
Lord may have previously felt in re- 
gard to the alleged swindle he laid 
aside when called to testify at the 
preliminary examination of W. H. 
Knowlton, alias Rebel George, alias J. 
W. Alexander, on the charge of swind- 
ling George J. Bowron out cf $3000 by 
a trick or device. Mr. Lord is a fluent 
talker, as well as a reputed wit, and 
for two hours he held the entire court 
spellbound with his graphic account of 
haw ‘‘Rebel George’ duped him and 
his aged friend jointly out of $9000. 

The examination was before City 
Justice Morrison. Deputy District At- 
torney McComas represented the pros- 
ecution and Henry T. Gage conducted 
the defense. The defendant’s wife was 
an interested spectator, and there was 
the usual number of regular habitues 
of the court to watch the prooseedings, 
which were lively from the beginning. 

The first witness called was Bowron, 
the complainant. He is a silver-haired 
Englishman, 70 years old, whose child- 
like simplicity made it evident that 
he was entirely unused to legal pro- 
cedure. His embarrassment during the 
examination was at times almust pain- 
ful, and when Mr. Gage took him in 
hand for cross-examination, the old 
man’s hélplessness was almost pitiful. 

Not so with Mr. Lord. He was 
called at the afternoon session and re- 
peated the story told by the venerable 
Mr. Bowron at the morning session, 
with a nicety as to detail and pictur- 
esqueness of language quite in keeping 
with his reputation as a prince of 
story-tellers. The witness was sub- 
jected tc little questioning and allowed 
to tell the story of the nugget trans- 
action in his own peculiar way. 

He began by telling how the defend- 
ant, in the garb of a miner, came to 
his ranch at Ioamosa, near Cuca- 
monga, to inquire after an old mining 
man named Burgess. Lord recollected 
that he had known a man named Bur- 
gess whom he grub-staked seventeen: 
or eighteen years ago and sent to Pan- 
amint on a, prospecting tour. Soon 
after reaching Panamint, Burgess sent 
$25 to Lord and wrote that he had de- 
cided to go to New Mexico. After- 
ward Burgess wrote from New Mex- 
ico that the was trading with the In- 
dians and had other interests which 
he expected would make him rich, af- 


ter which he intended to return to 


Southern California and settle down. 
Meantime he wanted Lord to select 
a wife for him. Lord agreed to do 
so, but by and by lost track of Bur- 
gess. 

All this Lord related to the stranger 
who had introduced himself as J. W. 
Alexander, miner. The latter said he 
had been directed to call on Mr. Lord 
for information about Burgess, by a 
Los Angeles bank clerk, and he was 
satisfied that the Burgess described by 
Lord was the man he was looking for. 
He did not know Burgess himself, but 
his “‘pard,’’ Baldy Sowers, had known 
him years ago, and was very anxious 
to learn his whereabouts. 

“You see,” said Alexander, “me and 
Baldy have struck it rich. We've got 
a fine mine, but we ain’t businessmen. 
Neither of us can read or write and 


| we are afraid somebody might discover 


our location and cheat us out of it. 
Now, Baldy knows Burgess and says 
he’s just the man to organize a com- 
pany for us and act as our manager. 
That’s why I am hunting him.’ 

Lord was by this time interested in 
the old miner’s story and wanted to 
learn more about his mine. He asked 
him to come and sit on the porch. 
Oh, no, said the man; he was too 
dirty for that: he didn’t want to soil 
a chair by sitting in it with his min- 
ing clothes on. But Lord persisted 
and the alleged miner accepted his 
“His make-up was per- 
fect,’”’ said Lord. .‘‘He had colored his 
whiskers, had on dirty clothes as 
though just in from the mines, and 
wore @ green patch over his left eye. 
He explained that he had lost this eye 
some time ago, and had a glass eye 
to fit in the hole, but it hurt him so 
that he carried it in his pocket and 
wore a patch to conceal his disfigure- 
ment.

Lord then went on to tell how ap-

house, was present, he became commu- 
nicative and told a great deal about 
his past and his plans for the future. 

“A big tear dropped from his good 
eye,” said the witness, “as he told us 
how he had parted from his poor old 
mother back in Georgia, when he was 
a boy of 14; how she had told him al- 
ways to be truthful and honest, and 
how he had tried to obey her parting 


words since then.” 


“Did he shed more than one tear?” 
interpellated Mr. Gage. 

“T don’t know,” replied Mr. Lord. 
“I was feeling very solemn myself just 
then, and my own eyes were too moist 
to count the drops.” 

Resuming his narrative, the witness 
told how. Alexander gave him a fill 
about the wonderful mine that he and 
Baldy Sowers had _ discovered. He 
didn’t know whether it was in Kern 
or Inyo county, but surveyors would 
soon be at work in the neighborhood 
establishing the line, and he was 
afraid they would discover his secret. 
Gold could be literally shoveled up 
there, and he and Baldy Sowers had 
already scooped up 180 or 190 pounds 
of it. Then, as if by accident, he let 
out the information that he had 
brought a sack of nuggets weighing 
about sixty-three pounds with him to 
Los Angeles. He had put it into a safe 
deposit vault of a bank, which was 
contrary to his partner’s’ wishes. 
Baldy did not believe in banks. Baldy 
Sowers was a peculiar man, If he 


found out that he (Alexander) had} 


told anybody about their find, he 
would be fighting mad. Although 
weighing only 120 pounds, he could lick 
his weight in wildcats, and then he 
had such an awful tongue. 

During the conversation Alexander 
produced several nuggets from his 


pocket, which Lord said were as fine 
\ 


as he ever saw. Up to this time Alex- 
ander had said nothing aout selling 
the mine or any part of “it to Lordz 
What he wanted was to get track of 
Burgess and get him to incorporate a 
company. He and Baldy had fifteen 
separate claims, all very rich, which 
they would put into the stock com- 
pany. While gold was very plentiful 
at their locations, it was hard to mine 
on account of the remoteness of the 
district and scarcity of water. 
all the water they had had he and 
Baldy carried thirty-five miles on 
their backs. Before returning to the 
mines, however, he intended to make 
a contract for a large quantity of pipe 
for a water system.

Alexander, how- 
ever, needed $10,000 for immediate use 
in purchasing supplies, and if they 
could accommodate him with that 
amount until the new partnership or 
incorporation was fixed up, he would 
deposit the sack of nugge‘s in Mr. 
Lord’s name as security. It was agreed 
that Lord should put up $6000 and Bow- 
ron $4000. 2 

This is about as far as Mr. Lord 
got with his testimony. Tf{e will tell 
how he was flimflammed at the bank, 
by having a sack of gilded iead ingots 
substituted for the bag of nuggets, 
when the case is resumed next Friday 
at 2:30 p.m., to which time an adjourn- 
ment was taken, on account of Mr. 
Gage having an engagement at San 
Diego that will demand his attention 
for the next few days. 5 

Mr. Lord positively identified the’ de- 
fendant, Knowlton, as the man Alex- 
ander who played the role of the one- 
eyed miner so successfully. 

During the examination, Mr. Lord 
frequently referred to the defendant 
as “my friend,” and “the gentleman.” 

“Who do you mean by ‘friend’ and 
‘gentleman?’”’ asked Mr. McComas. 
“Do you mean the defendant?” 

“Yes, sir,’ was the reply, “but I 
hate to refer to as clever a nan az he 
has shown himself’ to be, as a criminal. 
I was swindled out of $24,000 once by 
trusting a Presbyterian deacon. This 
man is a gentleman compared with 
that deacon. The defendant took 
me in with my eyes open, and I bear 
him no ill-will.” 

Mr. Bowron’s testimony at the morn- 
ing session, was substantially the same 
as that given by Lord, barring details. 
He went farther and told how he 
parted with his $3000. He was to have 
put up $4000, but found at the last mo- 
Pment that he could not raise that 
amount. He had. never seen. the 
bag of nuggets on deposit as security, 
but had Mr. Lord’s word for it, the lat- 
ter gentleman having made an inves- 
tigation and reported everything all 
right. 

Bowron paid his money over to Alex- 
ander at the United States Hotel, in 
the presence of Lord. After Alexander 
had stowed the money away in the 
bosom of his shirt, he asked Bowron 
and Alexander to accompany him to a 
cemetery where he wished to pay a

sainted mother. She was not buried 
there, but to weep over some other 
grave would relieve his feelings. The 
alleged miner with the one eye wept 
copiously over an unknown grave, while 
his two new-found friends stood sol- 
emnly by. Then he left them, but said 
he would take dinner with them at 
the United States Hotel that evening, 
and would leave for the desert on the 
8:30 p.m. train to carry the news of 
the new partnership to his old side 
partner, Baldy Sowers. 

The last Bowron saw of Alexander 
that day was as he waved an adieu 
from a street car and shouted: ‘‘You’re 
all right!’”” He did not keep his ap- 
pointment at dinner, nor did he show 
up at the depot where Bowron went to 
see him off. The next time Bowron 
saw him was after Detective Bradish’s

Rebel George, who Bowron swears is 
none other than the J.:W. Alexander 
who got away with his roll of $3000. 
The charge upon which Knowlton is 
being examined is grand larceny. A 
complaint for obtaining money under 
false pretenses has also been issued, 
but will probably be dismissed if the 
defendant is held for grand larceny.

SENSATIONAL MARCH OF BANDERAS 
AND HIS FORCES 


From the Eastern to the Western 
End of the Island—The March 
Effected In Compliance With 
Gomez’s Pians and With Little 
Opposition from Spaniards. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—The Journal 
and Advertiser says: 

“The sensationally-victorious march 
of the Cubans under Maximo Gomez 
and Antonio Maceo the entire length of 
the island in Martinez Campos’s time 
has just been duplicated by Quintin 
Banderas. The negro war captain, 
than whom no Cuban of the colored 
race, excepting only Maceo, perhaps, 

won greater honors in the strug- 
gle for independence, led 12,000 men 
from the eastern end of the island, 
where the patriots in arms are strong- 
est, to the western end, where, since 
Maceo’s death, the Cuban cause has. 
not prospered so well. 

“These 12,000 men _ represented all 
branches of the Cuban service. They 
penetrated into the provinces of Ma- 
tanzas, Havana and Pinar del Rio, 
Strengthening the existing forces in 
each of these provinces to such an ex- 
tent that the coming winter campaign 
there may be expected to be even as 
disastrous for the Spanish as in the 
times of the redoubtable Maceo. 

“The news of the brilliant achieve- 
ment was brought to the Journal and 
Advertiser by the mail from Havana, 
in an autograph letter from Banderas 
himself. In it he requests the publi- 
cation of the proclamation that he is- 
sued on taking charge off the depart- 
ment. Banderas says that the second 
invasion of the west was made in 
compliance with plans that were com- 
pleted by Maximo Gomez, the gen- 
eral-in-chief himself, in June last, 
and that the march was effected 
with little or no trouble or molesta- 


tion from the Spanish troops. The 
proclamation intimates that there 
have been wholesale desertions from 


the Spanish army in Havana province 
into the Cuban service. The rest of 
the procalmation is directed ‘to the 
men of my race,’ and is as follows: 
‘Tt only remains for me to appeal 
to.the men of my race to point out to 
them that we owe the liberty of our 
fathers to the revolution of 1868, and 
it is my duty to present to them the 
example of that noble figure, Maj.- 
Gen. Antonio Maceo, who died on the

IMPORTANT RECOMMENDATIONS BY 
THE FINANCE COMMITTEE, 


Boiler Inspector Church and His 
Deputy Summarily Fired—Reso- 
lutions Requesting an Early De- 
cision from the Supreme Court 
in the Headworks Case.

The report of the Finance Committee 
was presented to the City Council yes- 
terday morning. In the apportionment 
of the city’s income among the various 
departments, the committee’s recom- 
mendations were in the main in ac- 
cordance with the City Auditor’s es- 
timates. An important exception was 
made in the case of the fire depart- 
ment, the $28,000 required for new 
apparatus being temporarily turned 
into the cash fund, with the proviso 
that it shall be available for the pur- 
chase of apparatus in case no issue 
of fire bonds is made. 

The rate of taxation within the old 
city limits was fixed at $1.25, and in 
the annexed territory at $1.00. Some 
important recommendations were made 
by the committee for the purpose of 
checking the present loose expenditures 
of city funds. ; 

Boiler Inspector Churehandihis dep- 
uty, Little, received short shrift at 
the hands of the Council. Both were 
summarily ejected from their offices.

a final determination shall have been 
reached regarding an issue of bonds to 
imclude the items making up this sum.

NEEDS OF THE CITY. 

“Your committee confesses much 
embarrassment in attempting an ad- 
justment of the limited funds possible 
of acquirement to the pressing needs 
of the rapidly expanding departments 
of the city government. With a sys- 
tem cumbersome, expensive and de- 
fying curtailment, we are also by pat- 
rimonial beneficence limited to a $1 
rate of taxation—a minimum rate 
with which to meet an entailed maxi- 
mum expense. It is a matter of deep 
regret to your committee that such 
an insignificant pittance is. available 
for use in prosecuting features of pub- 
lic work, such as improvement and 
care of sireets, extension of police 
and fire protection, expansion of li- 
brary, construction of bridges, in- 
crease of educational facilities, ete. 
Nor can the various departments be 
accused of receiving more than suffi- 
cient for care maintenance since, of 
‘the forty-two divisions into which the 
amount raised for general municipal 
expenses is divided, only eleven exceeds 
the amounts actually expended each 
year, while twenty are considerable 
less... Of the eleven showing an in- 
crease, five outside of library, police, 
streets and general park show a total 
increase of only $1260. - 

“Your committee, while apparently 
having in charge the matter of the 
city’s finances, is impelled to urge that 
under the present system or lack of 
system it should not be held respon- 
sible for any failure to restrain the 
outgo of departments within the 
limits of their respective allowances, 
since such wide latitude is granted in 
originating requisitions and demands. 
The result of last year’s business 
shows that in nearly every depart- 
ment the outgo exceeded the appor- 
tionment. It is evident that this prac- 
tice cannot prevail this year without 
serious consequences, since every dol- 
lar of our expectancy is already ap- 
portioned to the various avenues of 
expense. 

“It therefore becomes imperative to 
impress. upon the various departments 
the necessity of using throughout the 
year only a proportionate amount of 
their various funds and to enlist their 
earnest coéperation in keeping the ex- 
pense within the limits by the practice 
of the most rigid economy.. In order 
that each department may be at all 
times fully advised as to the condition 
of the various funds pertaining thereto, 
and that this committee may also 
have the assurance that the various 
departments are drawing requisitions 
and demands with due irtelligence cof 
the condition of the fund drawn upon, 
we would respecifully recommend that 
the City Auditor be instructed to in- 
stitute the following system: 


SAFEGUARDS RECOMMENDED. 


“First—That the Auditor immedi- 
ately furnish each of the following- 
named departments with a detailed 
statement of the sums allowed for the 
maintenance of said departments for 
the fiscal year, together with the 
amount of demands audited against 
the same since July 1, 1897, to-wit: 
Attorney, Assessor, Tax and License 
Collector, City Clerk, Custodian of City 
Hall, health depariment, fire depart- 
ment, Treasurer, Public Library, en- 
-gineer’s department, including outfall 
sewer department, Auditor, police de- 
partment, Water Overseer, street de- 
partment and parks. 

‘*Second—That each of the above- 
named departments open memorandum 
accounts in a book to be kept for this 
purpose, crediting the same _ with 
amounts allowed as per Auditor’s state- 
ment, and charging same with the 
amounts of demands already audited 
‘and all subsequent demands drawn 
against each of said funds. Each de- 
mand so charged shall bear the check 
word ‘charged’ upon the upper margin 
of the file face of same, and when not 


so checked shall be returned to the 
Auditor for such entry. 
‘Third—A similar record shall be 


departmental or individual not in- 
cluded in above list. 
‘‘Fourth—All requisitions drawn in 


excess Of appropriation must plainly 
state this fact upon face of same, and 
ali requisitions drawn for expense not 
coutemplated by appropriation must 
huve plainly written upon the face of 
same these words, 
appropriation.’ 

“Rifth—On the first day of October, 
January, March and June of each year 
each department named in the first 
paragraph hereof shall report to the 
Auditor the total amount’ drawn 
against each fund, stating also the 
original appropriation in each case. 

“Sixth—On the 15th of each of the 
above-named months the Auditor shall 
make a report to the Finance Commit- 
tee embodying the reports of the de- 
partments and including similar state- 
ments of the remaining funds.

MORE TIME ALLOWED. 

John D. Pope, Esq., attorney for the 
Pasadena and Los Angeles Electric 
Railway Company, appeared . before 
the Council to ask an’ extension of 
sixty days’ time for the completion of 
the track running over Macy § street 
and Daly street. He stated that the 
line was nearly completed, but further 
work had been stopped by an injunc- 
tion obtained by the Southern Califor- 
nia Packing Company. Gen. M. H. 
Sherman also addressed the Council 
explaining the difficulties under which 
the work had been carried on. After 
some discussion the desired extension 
was granted on motion of Toll. 
REPORTS FROM CITY OFFICIALS. 

The City Auditor’s weekly report, the 
Tax Collector’s final report for the past 
fiscal year, the City Clerk’s report as 
clerk of the Board of Equalization, the 
Police Commissioners’ report upon 
James Mackel’s petition for a rebate of 
license, were read and referred. The 
usual reports upon demands and re- 
quisitions were approved. The report 
of the Board of Public Works was read 
and approved. 


SMELLED A RAT. 


The following resolution was offered 
by Blanchard: 

‘“‘Whereas, protests are frequently en- 
tered asking the City Council not to 
accept work, or appealing from the 
City Engineer or Street Supérintendent 
in accepting public work, and 

‘‘Whereas, it is the desire of this 
Council to throw all the safeguards 
possible around the improvement of our 
city, therefore be it | 

“Resolved, that whenever in the 
judgment of the City Engineer or 
Street Superintendent of this city it is 
necessary in order to determine the 
quality of materials used in public 
work, the said City Engineer or Street 
Superintendent ‘are hereby authorized 
to expend a sum of money not to ex- 
ceed $50 on any such contract for the 
purpose of such ‘determination.”’ 

It was at once apparent that the 
motion was viewed with distrust by 
the other members of the Council. Toll 
expressed strong doubts as to the wis- 
dom of throwing the doors open at a 
time when the strictest economy will 
be necessary to meet the expenses al- 
ready in sight. Nickell and President 
Silver spoke in the same vein. Blanch- 
ard made an effort to save his measure, 
but it was lost. 

MEMORIAL TO THE SUPREME 
COURT. 

The following resolutions offered by 
Councilman Nickell were adopted, and 
the City Clerk was directed to trans- 
mit a copy to the Supreme Court: 

“To the Honorable, the Chief Jus- 
tice and the Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court of the State of Califor- 
nia: 
“The City Council of the city of Los 
Angeles, in session duly convened, 
speaking for and on behalf of said 
city, do most respectfully represent to 
your honorable court, that, 

‘Whereas, less than one year remains 
of the franchise granted to the Los An- 
geles City Water Company, at the ex- 
piration of which time the right of 
said company to furnish water to said 
city and its inhabitants will cease and 
determine, and whereas the preparation 
required to be made by said city to as- 
sume and carry on said work is one 
of great magnitude, whether the same 
be accomplished by the purchase of the 
existing system or the construction of 
a new one, and whereas, it is deemed by 
this Council for the best interest ofsaid 
city and its inhabitants, that in either 
event, new should be 
promptly constructed by said city as a 
necessary adjunct to whatever system 
may hereafter be operated, and 
whereas, the title to the lands 
upon which such headworks should be 
constructed is not yet vested in this 
city, but is involved in the litigation 
now pending in the Supreme Court of 
this State, in the case entitled, ‘City 
of Los Angeles vs. A. E. Pomeroy, 
et al.,, and whereas, the construction of 
said headworks can only be accom- 
plished by a large outlay of money, 
which can only be raised by the issu- 
ance and sale of bonds of said city, 
and this Council is advised that bonds 
for said purpose cannot be issued until 
the title to the property upon which 
said headworks are to be located is 
finally settled, therefore, be it 


Resolved that. in the opinion 
of this Council, the above’ en- 
titled cause is one of great public 


emergency, and we therefore .most re- 
spectfully petition you by means of 
this memorial that, if possible, you 
advance the above entitled cause so 
that the same may be heard. at the 
October term of court to be held in 
said city. so that a decision of the 
same may be had as soon as may be, 
to the end that the important interests 
of said city may not be hazgarded by 
delay.” 
DECAPITATED. 

The special committee to which was 
referred the investigation of the 
charges against Boiler Inspector 
Church and Deputy Little presented a 
report recommending the immediate re- 
moval of both officials. It was evident 
that this summary disposition met 
with the approval of the majority of 
the Council, for the report Was adopted 
almost without discussion. The Boiler 
Inspector was present, but did not ask. 
to be heard in his own defense. With 


rather unexpected promptness_ the 
board of examining engineers pre- 
sented nominations for the two va- 


cancies and the report was adopted, 
Christian J. Dahl being made Boiler 
Inspector and John D. Patterson, Dep- 
uty Inspector. 

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT.

Afternoon. Session. 


The hearing of the’ protest against 
the proposed sewer on Lake Shore ave- 
nue aroused considerable discussion. In 
behalf of the protestants it was urged 
that the district affected is thinly set- 
tled, there being only seven houses in 
a distance of 1500 feet. It was said 
also that property on the street has 
little value and owners could not af- 
ford to pay for a sewer. The Health 
Officer, however, had reported that ur- 
gent sanitary necessity demands that 
a sewer be built on Palo Alto street, 
and that Lake Shore avenue affords the 
only possible outlet. Baker moved, 
Grider seconding, that the proceedings 
be abandoned. Nickell opposed the mo- 
tion, saying that residents of the dis- 
trict are entitled to relief and that the 
adobe soil renders cesspools an impos- 
sibility. Toll took the same view, say- 
ing that in sanitary questions the 
Council should be guided by the Health 
Officer’s opinion. Baker’s motion to 
abandon the proceedings was lost, by 
a close vote, and the protest was then 
overruled. 

Mathuss moved that the paved alley 
between Broadway and Hill and Sixth 
and Seventh streets be swept once a 
week. The motion was carried. 

An ordinance was adopted ordering 
the widening of Darwin avenue from 
Griffin avenue to Thomas street, and 
H. A. Barraclaugh, Martin Eichhorn 
and N. E. Davisson were appointed 
commissioners for making the improve- 
ment. 

On Toll’s motion the City Engineer 
was instructed to prepare an ordinance 
establishing the grade on a portion of 
West Twenty-seventh street. 

E. L. Patterson petitioned the Coun- 
cil for an extension of ninety days in 
which. to complete the improvement of 
Sunset Boulevard. The request Was 
granted. 

ZANJA. COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

The Zanja Committee presented the 
following report, which was ‘adopted: - 

“In the matter cf the report of. the 
Water Overseer, we recommend (1) 
that the Water Overseer be instructed 
to confer with the City Engineer to the 
end of devising a new system of divid- 
ing the waters of the various zanjas 
so that the velume of water shall be 
pro rated to the various ditches in ex- 
act proportion; (2) that in selling water 
in the future only so much be disposed 
cf in advance as can be delivered; (3) 
that all requ@sts for water from resi- 
dents within the city limits be fully 
met under all circumstances and that 
ell renting of ditches to parties outside 
the city be conditioned upon the fact 
that the city does not guarantee to 
furnish them water._ 

“We recommend that petitions from 


§. White, from N. E. Oswalk et al., 


and from Mrs. Olive Keyes et al., re- 
garding the removal of certain ditches, 


be filed. 

“In the matter of petition from 
George R. Murdock et al., asking the 
removal! of a zanja from Santa Monica 
avenue between Figuerca street and 
Wesley avenue, we recommend, after 
a conference with the committee rep- 
rsenting the directors of the Agricul- 
tural Park Association, that the Water 
Overseer be instructed to remove the 
above-mentioned zanja from its present 
location to a line within the enclosure 
of the Agricultural Park Association 
property parallel to Santa Monica ave- 
nue, and such location as the park dl- 
rectors may designate, and that the 


“Water Overseer be authorized to make 
such other changes in connection there-, 


with as shall be found to be necessary, 
including construction of new well on 
Figueroa street and piping cf zanja 
to the main entrance at the Agricul- 
tural Park, provided the Park Associa- 
tion will give to the city proper assur- 
ance that said ditch can 1emain in the 
new location during the existence of 
the park. And we further recommend 
that in consideraticn of being allowed 
the use of so much land as may be 
necessary for the ditch, the Park As- 
sociation be allowed the use of water 
two nights in each month.”

BISHOP DISCHARGED. 


MAY DIG FOR GOLD ON THE KLON- 
DYKE AFTER ALL, 


No. Evidence Produced to Convict 
Him of Having Attempted to 
Defraud His Creditors—An Ex- 
amination Which Continued for 
Two Days. 


M. W. Bishop, who was arrested 
in San Francisco on a warrant is- 
sued at the instance of the Los An- 
geles Board of Trade for an alleged 
attempt to defraud. his creditors, and 
whose examination has heen pending 


before Justice Young since Saturday | 


last, Was discharged yesterday on the 
ground that there was a lack of evi- 
dence against him. 

Bishop was charged with having col- 
lected money after the filing of in- 
solvency papers and fraudulently de- 
voting a portion of the sum collected 
to his own_ use. About two weeks ago 
Bishop left for the Klondyke, but 
Was arrested at San Francisco by 
Chief of Police Lees, who had received 
a telegraphic warrant from Sheriff 
Burr. 

At the examination an attempt was 
made to show that Bishop had endeav- 
ored to give preference to certain cred- 
itors by entering certain interlineations 
in his books. This, however, the prese- 
cution failed to prove, other books in 
Which the names in question did not 
appear and in which interlineations 
were made, being produced. Most of 
the time devoted to the examination 


was taken up in hearing expert tes- 
timony. 


" SENT UP FOR TWO YEARS, 
Result of a Drunken Row Between 

Railroad Employees. 
Manuel Fierro, an employé of the 
Southern Pacific Company, was sene- 


tenced to San Quentin for a term of. 


three years yesterday by Judge Smith. 

Fierro was arrested for a murderous 
attack upon a fellow-countryman, 
Manuel Martinez, several weeks ago. 
Both were section hands, and an un- 
derstanding had been arrived at that 
Fierro was to draw Martinez’s money 
and deliver it to him. The two finally 
met and indulged in several drinks. 
After imbibing liberally of cheap wine, 
Martinez demanded that Fierro de- 
liver to him the money due him. The 
conversation which followed was at 
first jocular, then serious and .t last 


abusive from. both sides. Fierro’s - 
blood was finally aroused and he 
plunged a stiletto into Martinez’s 


breast, inflicting severe injuries. Fierro 
was arrested, placed under $2500 bonds 
and eventually convicted. When 
brought ‘up for sentence yesterday, 
Judge Smith started into deliver a 
scathing rebuke, but it was soon dis- 
covered that the man understood rot a 
word of English and the Judge was 
about to discontinue his ‘remarks’

“JUDICIAL USURPATION.”’ 
Wharton Barker, in the Philadelphia 
American, discussing the injunctions 
issued by the Federal judges in the 
coal-strike cases in the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict, says: 


_ “Thus we have the courts not only 
usurping executive functions, but 
usurping such functions to the end of 
strengthening the hands of the opera- 
tors and weakening the hands of the 
_miners, restraining the strikers who 
have not trespassed on the rights of 
any one and becoming trespassers 
' themselves. They have held that the 
\ operators have a right to induce men 
take the places of the strikers, 
|which is right, but they have denied 
‘the equal right of the strikers to in- 
‘duce such men to quit work and join 
ithe strike, which is wrong. To pro- 
tect the operator in the enjoyment of 
his right to induce men to take the 
‘ places of the strikers while restraining 
' the strikers from inducing such men 
to quit work is a grievous injustice; it 
is giving aid to the operator to fill 
the places of the strikers, crush the 
strike and foree the strikers back into 
worse conditions than ever, while 
denying to the strikers the right to 
| protect themselves; it is an avowal of 
that monarchical principle that the 
| weak have no rights the powerful are 
bound to respect; of those principles 
of modern oligarchy, that the rights of 
property are superior to the rights of 
man; that men have no rights that 
| capital must respect; that the interests 
of capital are to be conserved at the 
expense of the interests of the indus- 


trial classes.” 


‘ This statement is an extreme and an 
-{ncorrect view of the situation, as Tur 
‘TIMES understands it. It does not ap- 
‘pear from the published accounts of 
these injunction cases that the courts 
have usurped any functions which do 
not belong to them. It appears that 

the strikers had trespassed upon lands 
belonging to the operators, and that 
the courts very properly enjoined them 
from trespassing further upon private 

property. Surely, there was no usurpa- 
tion in this. It is one of the legitimate 
and proper functions of the courts to 
uphold the rights of private property, 
and if they failed to do so they would 

fail in the discharge of their duties. 

The striking miners have no more 
,Tight to trespass upon the property of 
| the mine-owners than the latter have 
to enter the homes of the miners with- 
,out leave. If the mine-owners should 
| presume to set foot in the homes of 
the strikers, singly or in force, for 
: the purpose of intimidating them or in 
{any wise coercing them into resum- 
'{ng work, the courts would promptly 
and properly enjoin them from pur- 
suing any such course. The trespass 
‘of the miners upon the property of 
the mine-owners was for the purpose 
of intimidating the men at work, and 
inducing them, principally through 
fear of injury, to quit work. Does 
‘Wharton Barker or anybody else really 
‘believe that the right to strike or quit 
work (which nobody questions) in- 
cludes also a right to trespass upon 
the property of others and to intimi- 
date men who are desirous of work- 

ing? 

The order of the court restraining 


the men from marching in the vicinity 


of the mines seems to have been in- 
tended solely to protect the men who 
desire to work against intimidation by 
the strikers. Men who desire to work 
certainly have a lawful right to do 
so, and are entitled to full protection 
from the civil authorities when that 

is menaced, Several instances 


| 


have occurred during the present 
strike in which men who have 
taken the places of strikers have been 
subjected to actual physical violence 
at the hands of bands of strikers, 
while threz*s of violence have been 
common. The marching of the strikers 
in the vicinity of the mines had for its 
chief object the intimidation of the 
men at work; otherwise it would have 
been purposeless. The law does not 
and cannot justly recognize the right 
of any man or aggregation of men to 
intimidate any other man or class of 
men. How, then, could the courts 
have done otherwise than to deny to 
the strikers the right to assemble or 
march in the vicinity of the mines? 
All this is aside from the real merits 
of the questions at issue between the 
strikers and the mine operators. It 
appears from the consensus of reports 
on the subject that the men who have 
struck for better wages have a real 
grievance in the ridiculously low 
Wages paid, which are scarcely suffi- 
cient in many cases, if report to true, 
to keep soul and body together, to say 
nothing of supporting families. If such 
conditions really exist as are said to 
exist in the coal-mining regions, the 
fact of their existence is a disgrace to 
the American republic. 
Commissioner of the United States is 
clothed with power to investigate 
these conditions, and to make them 
khown, by official report, to the whole 
world. A complete statement of the 
existing facts in this matter, from a 
reliable official source, would be an 


important preliminary step in the di-|. 
rection of applying a remedy. 


It. is 
not improbable that such an investiga- 


tion may be undertaken by the Bureau 
of Labor in the near future. 

But in the mean time, whatever may 
be the wrongs of the coal-miners, they 
are not to be redressed by disregard- 
ing the rights of other men, who, in 
common with themselves, are entitled 
to the full protection of the law and 
the courts in the exercise of their law- 
ful right as men and citizens. The 
law is for all, and must be obeyed by 
all. The mine operators have a right 
to induce men, by peaceable means, 
to work for them if they can do so. 
The strikers have a right to induce 
men, by peaceable means, not to work 
for the mine-owners. But lawful per- 
suasion ceases where coercion or in- 
timidation begins. Let the courts 
once open the door to the latter, and 
the reign of chaos will begin. 


SUFFERING IN ALASKA. 

The latest reports from Alaska in- 
dicate that the fears expressed by re- 
turning prospectors, and by others 
who were familiar with the great 
hardships attendant upon a trip to 
the new El Dorado, were well founded. 
Several thousands of men are now 
on the way to the gold fields, but the 
prospects are that not one in ten will 
reach the objective point, Dawson 
City, this season; and those who do 
reach Dawson City will find only dis- 
appointment and hardship awaiting 
them. Every foot of gold-bearing land 
in that region has been taken up, 
and the newcomers will be obliged to 
prospect other territory. Provisions 
will be very scarce, and there is dan- 
ger that the horrors of starvation 
may be added to the hardships inci- 
dental to the climate. 

Those en route will suffer even 
greater hardships than will fall to the 
lot of those who succeed in reaching 
the gold fields. The long Arctic win- 
ter will close in upon them by the 
middle of September, and the difficul- 
ties of returning will be almost or 
quite as great as the difficulties of go- 
ing forward. The result will be un- 
told suffering and privation, and death 
in many places. 

This is the tragic side of the story. 
Unfortunately, the eager searchers for 
the golden fleece see only the bright 
side, and learn the truth only when 
it is broughg home to them in the 
terrible school of actual experience, 


A correspondent of Tur TrvEs calls 
attention to the fact that the South- 
ern Pacific has revamped its unholy 
scheme to double-track Alameda 
street. There is already one _ too 
many tracks on that street, and any 
increase of the number should be op- 
posed with persistency. The talk that 
‘another track there would decrease the 
danger to the public is such nonsense 
as to merit neither consideration nor 
discussion. It is easier to dodge trains 
going but one way on a street than 
if they are going both ways at once, 
as everybody knows. Let our city offi- 
cials keep their eyes on this scheme 
and give it the kibosh. CEA

OBEDIENCE TO THE LAW. 

The “prominent saloon man” who 
says that the howl about the Sunday 
law comes from the transportation 
lines, who. are anxious to make the 
Sabbath in town. go edull that people 
will go to the™b#aches, should remem- 
ber that the first duty of the good 
citizen is to obey the law, no matter 
what interest it favors, until such time 
as it is changed, if the change can be 
accomplished. 

As to the saloons that make a trav- 
esty of the law by offering a wormy 
sandwich, which has done duty all 
summer, to the man who buys a drink, 
their conduct is disgraceful. They 
would be quick to call upon the 
authorities to protect them against a 
till-tapper or the raid of a mob, but 
they snap their fingers at those same 
authorities when the law demands 
the closing of their places of business 
at certain hours and on certain days. 

This thing of obeying only stfch 
laws as please the august mightiness 
of some people is a sad reflection upon, 
our capacity for self-government. The 
saloons that habitually evade the Sun- 
day-closing ordinance ought to forfeit 
their licenses, and their proprietors 
should never be permitted to have 
another liquor-selling right in Los 
Angeles. 

A technical observance of the law is 
worse than an open negligence of it, 
just as the sneak-thief is always a 
more despicable criminal than the 
train-robber. The laws should be 
obeyed; those who disobey them should 
be punished. No middle course is to 
be tolerated. Something should be 
done to raise the standard of thinking 


so that the law-breaker can be put) 


upon the plane of the criminal, where 
he belongs, no matter what the char- 
acter of the enactment he disregards. 
This does not take the question into 
consideration whether a law be good 
or bad, but stands fast at the princi- 
ples that the laws of the land as they 
exist must and shall be obeyed!

THE SCHOOL TERM 


WILL BEGIN IN LOS ANGELES 
LATE IN SEPTEMBER. 


Climatic Conditions Fully Discussed 
by the Board of Edu. 
cation, 


REDUCTION IN TEACHERS’ PAY. 


MR, BRALY TRIES TO GET THE 
FULL SALARIES RHHSTORED. 


A Comparatively Peaceful Board 
Meeting—Only a Few Dis- 
cussions to Enliven the 
Proceedings, 


Except for an occasional sputter, just 
by way of beihg natural and scciable, 
the members of the Board of Education 
were comparatively quiet and tame 
last night, when the adjourned meet- 
ing took place for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the date for the opening of 
the public schools. 

President Mathis was absent, and the 
chair was: occupied by Mr. Conrey, 
whose rulings were marked by a cer- 
tain edged decisiveness. which may 
have attracted the dove of peace that 
seemed to brood over the meeting. 

The first business to be taken up was 
the report of the Committee on Jani- 
tors, Which recommended that the jan- 
itors in the public schools should be- 
gin the work of putting the buildings 
in order two weeks before the beginning 
of the school term. The report was 
adopted. 

It was then moved by Mr. Webb that 
the motion which recommended the 
opening of the schools on September 
27 be taken from the table and car- 


ried. Mr. Braly asked why the time 


cf opening should be postponed until 
that time, when provision had been 
made in the estimates for ten months’ 
school. Mr. Webb retorted that a num- 
ber of business men of his acquaint- 
ance were opposed to ten months of 
school, and tnat, for his part, he could 
not see why they should have it this 
year, when funds were short in any 
case. Mr. Braly then referred to the 
conference cf the Finance Committee 
at which the salaries of the teachers 
were reduced on account of the pro- 
posed ten months of school. By the 
cut in salaries, which became neces- 
sary in order to make the money in 
hand spread over the ten months of 
the school term, each teacher would 
lose $5.50 a month in any case. Now, 
if the school year were to be reduced 
to nine months and a fraction, the 
teachers would lose a whole month’s 
salary, in addition to the reduction. 
Mr. Braly therefcare moved thé resto- 
ration 6f salaries to the original fig- 
ure, urging that, with the shortened 
term, there would be money enough to 
cover the expense. 

Here the chairman interposed with a 
questicn concerning climatie conditions 
and their effect upon the early or late 
opening of school, and Mr. Braly 
launched upon a discussion of the Los 
Angeles climate, which was brought to 
a pericd by Mr. Webb, who sarcasti- 
cally demanded to be informed whether 
or not Mr. Braly had gone before the 
City Council with a plea for more 
money, and how he could now recon- 
cile it with his conscience to say that 
there was enough for the restoration 
of salaries and a ten months’ term. 
Then Mr. Poar took a hand and en- 
tered a plea for the early opening of 
school on behalf of the poorer class 
of children, who were running on the 
Streets instead of living at the beaches, 
and who would be far better off in 
school. So the discussion went on, and 
all the pros and cons were thrashéd 
out once and again. Mr. Braly spoke 
in melancholy fashion of the care with 
which he had gone over the estimates 
of the Finance Committee, only to get 
$16,000 less than he had asked for, and 
Mr. Davis proposed that they should 
take a vote on climatic conditions. 

A recess was then. taken to discuss 
the climate in all its dire effect on the 

: After it had been 
sufficiently discussed, the vote was 
taken, resulting in five ayes and two 
nays on the proposal to delay the 
opening of school until September 27. 
At this juncture, Mr. McInerney awoke 
to the fact that something was going 
on, and asked to have the financial sit- 
uation explained to him all over again, 
that he might know how to vote on it. 
The chairman patiently reminded him 
that the financial question was, for the 
present, in abeyance, and that the 
board was voting on climate. Then 
climate had to be explained, and finally 
Mr. McInerney got wound up to the 
pitch of making a_ decision. Wisely 
deciding to vote with the majority, he 
added his “aye” to the vote in favor of 
opening the schools on September 27, 
leaving Mr. Braly, who wanted Sep- 
tember 13, and Mr. Poor, who wanted 
September 20, in a hopeless minority. 

Mr. Braly then read the report of the 
Finance Committee, the ‘same which 
had been read and acted upon by the 
City Council @arlier in the day. After 
some commenting, the report was re- 
ceived and adopted. 

In behalf of Mr. Conrey, Mr. Davis 
presented a resolution providing that, 
in addition to the plans heretofore pro- 
posed by the board for additional 
grounds for school buildings, to be in- 
cluded in the proposed estimates for 
bonds, that the sum of $5000 should be 
provided for additional grounds for the 
Center-street school, and that the 
president and secretary be instructed 
to transmit this request to the City 
Council. The motion to adopt was 
carried. 

The following request to the City 
Council was also approved: 

“In view of the fact that public in- 
terest and the necessity of the people 
of the city of Los Angeles demand the 
building and equipping of certain 
schoolhouses, and that certain addi- 
tions be made to certain school build- 
ings heretofore erected, and that lands 
be acquired upon which to build such 
schoolhouses, the cost of which will be 
too great to be paid out of the ordinary 
income and revenue of said schools, 
and that your honorable body has re- 
ceived assurance that Los Angeles city 
bonds will find a ready market if pay- 
able in ‘lawful money of the United 
States, we would therefore request 
that no further delay be had in call- 
ing the.election for the issuance af 
bonds for said school purposes, 
that such election be called at once in 
accordance with our estimate already 
adopted by your honorable body. 

“This request is made for reasons 
above stated, and as the necessities of 
the school department for more school 
room is causing endless embarrass- 
meént, we would respectfully request 
that your honorable body take imme- 
diate action in the matter.” 

Mr. Davis moved that the High 
School Committee submit at the next 
meeting a report with reference to the 
appointment of an engineer for the 
High School. This sounded innocent 
enough, but nevertheless it caused Mr. 
Webb to spring up with a suddenness 
that suggested sitting on a hornet’s 
nest, and move to lay Mr. Davis's mo- 
tion on the table. The latter gentle- 
man smiled dreamily, and politely ob- 
served that, as the position demanded 
a skilled-and competent man, and was 
not a political perquisite of any mem- 


ber of the board, it was only right and 


\ \ | \

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proper that an investigation should be 
made before appointing any one.. 
- Although Mr. Davis’s remarks were 
dispassionate and strictly impersonal, 
r. Webb's sensitive nature seemed to 
be wounded to the quick at the idea of 
any member of the board being capable 
of making any appointment with an 
eye to political influence. He expressed 
his grief so touchingly that everybody 
sat up and looked interested, while Mr. 
Davis smiled blandly into vacancy, 
and the chairman dryly observed that 
some gentleman seemed to be unhappy 
for want of a debate over something. 
As no one picked up the gauntlet so 
gallantly flung by Mr. Webb, or at- 
tempted to impeach the political disin- 
terestedness of each and every mem- 
ber of the Board of Education, the mo- 
tion to lay Mr. Davis’s motion on the 
table was put, and resulted in a tie 
vote. The motion itself was then put, 
and another tie vote was the result, 
Webb, Bartlett, Adams and McInefney 
all saying “Nay, nay.’’ Mr. Webb’s 
anxiety to dispose of the obnoxious mo- 
tion was so great that hé tried to kill 
it over again by jumping up and pro- 
testing vehemently that it was lost by 
the tie, until the chairman cooled his 
ardor by remarking that, so far, no 
one had disputed the fact. 
-Mr. Braly made another struggle for 
the restoration of the teachers’ sala- 
ries, but the motion was ruled out of 
order. Mr. Webb hastily reached for 
his hat, and moved to adjourn. For 
once, that ‘aye’ was unanimous, and 
in five minutes the board had scattered 
to think up fresh subjects of dispute 
for a real, old-fashioned scrap next 
time.

Matters and things at the offices of 
the Los Angeles Electric Company and 
the Los Angeles Lighting Company are 
somewhat puzzling just nov 

These two companies are practically 
consolidated, so far as business is con- 
cerned, and have their offices together. 

It was from these offices that W. 
R. Blackman, for years the trusted sec- 
retary and treasurer of the companies, 
left a few weeks ago a defaulter and 
embezzler of thousands of dollars. And 
from the same offices Capt. Bolton, 
another old-time and trusted employé, 
went a few days ago to fill a suicide’s 
grave. But Bolton had no blot upon 
his ledger to be erased. His cash was 
right, his books balanced. 


Now comes another charge. Edwin 


W. Pratt, for seven years the confiden-. 


tial man in the offices, has resigned 
and will on Monday next accept a 
position with another company, equal 
in importaice to the one he has left. 

Just why Mr. Pratt resigned was a 
subject of gossip among business men 
yesterday. It was well known that his 
duties were such that he could in no 
way be connected with the cash ac- 
count, and people wondered why it was 
that he left a place so difficult to win 
even with years of service as a recom- 
mendation. Mr. Pratt refuses to talk. 
He will not say why he resigned other 
than that he wanted the place no lon- 
ger under present conditions. He is 
a man of ample means outside his em- 
ployment, but has always been looked 
upon as a “fixture,” as commercial 
— say, in the offices he has just 
eft 

In this connection it may be re- 
marked that Albert Miller and his son, 
Cc. O. G. Miller of San Francisco, who 
are the largest stockholders in the 
Los Angeles Electric Company and the 
Los Angeles Lighting Company. have 
been here for several days investigating 
matters. Mr. Pratt had resigned be- 
fore their arrival and it is understood 
that, among other things, the gentle- 
men named investigated the reasons 
for the sudden desertion: of their oldest 
employés. Both the Messrs. Miller de- 
clined to be interviewed. They were 
guests of the Cailfornia Club and 
sought the seclusion that the club af- 
fords, whenever called upon. That they 
looked closely into their affairs here is 
known and it is rumored that other 
changes in the offices of the electric 
company will be made in the near fu- 
ture. Certain it is that Mr. Miller ex- 
pressed himself as anything but pleased 
over the trend of events as affecting 
his companies, and wanted to know the 
why of all of it. Whether he obtained 
the knowledge sought is a matter of 
conjecture. 

It is stated that others beside Mr. 
Pratt employed in the offices resigned 
on, Saturday night, but if so the men 
occupied *gsubordinate positions and 
nothing was heard on the street, of 
their voluntary removal from the staff, 

A general shake-up in the offices of 
the companies is predicted by the 
knowing ones, but they have, appar- 
ently, nothing more firm on which to 
base their prediction that the visit of 
Mr. Miller and his expressions of dis- 
satisfaction.

TO AGAIN BURN OIL. 


THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC MAY RE- 
FIT ITS ENGINES. 


All Roads Working for the Subar- 
ban Trade Gregory and His 
.Lions—Santa Fe People in New 

Quarters. 


The report that the Southern Pacific 
Railroad is about to return to the use 
of crude petroleum upon the engines 
pulling the local trains in and out of 
this city has caused quite a stir among 
the oil men of the city. 

“I do not care to be quoted in the 
matter,” said a prominent Southern 
Pacific man yesterday, “but I will say 
this: All the machinery we at one 
time had in use for oil burning on our 
engines is practically intact and could 
be replaced on the locomotives at a 
comparatively small cost. But you 
know a burned child dreads the fire, 
and the Southern Pacific is going to 
be in no hurry about resuming crude 
petroleum ag fuel instead of coal. When 
the company tried it before, the oil 
men rushed up the price of their pro- 
duct until it Was a paying proposition 
to return to the use of coal, and the 
company does not care to undergo an- 
other like experience, even if the oil is 
cheaper and better. 

“No railroad company i8 going to 
put itself into the hands of a lot of 
people who will tighten the screws 
every chance they get. The Southern 
Pacific Company has oil wells of its 
own, but the supply therefrom is not 
great enough to admit of running lo- 
comotives veith oil fuel without addi- 
tional supply. You can say that the 
Southern Pacific has under considera- 


tion the resumption of oil as fuel, but }- 


also that nothing definite has been de- 
cided upon.” 
GETTING SETTLED, 

While the announcement of changes 
in officers and offices on the Santa Fé 
Pacific and Southern California lines 
was made to go into effect Septem- 
ber 1, still all the people affected went 
to work yesterday moving and house 
cleaning. Superintendent Wells is in- 
stalled in his new quarters, and Drs. 
Morrison and Wing are located in the 
new quarters on the fourth floor of 
the Bradbury Block. The surgeons 
seem satisfied with the change, but 
their secretary has petitioned the agent 
of the building to have the walls of 
the court, on which her windows open 
frescoed with street scenes, with a 
Klondyke glacier here and there as a 
matter of variety. 

The concentration of the head of- 
fices of the western main line of the 
Santa Fé and the Coast branches in 
this city will make the detail work 
of the various departments much eas- 
ier on the men and it will be much 
more quickly dispatched, as now a dis- 
puted claim or a request needs but 
to be carried from one office to an- 
other, a few feet away, instead of be- 
ing sent half across the State by mail, 
only to be returned in the same way 
for further information, then sent back 
and, by and by, finally delivered.

THE GERMAN MARKET. 


Europenn Dealers Hoangry for Cali- | 
fornia Dried Fruits. 

Secretary Wiggins of the Chamber 
of Commerce has just returned from 
San Francisco, where he found the Los 
Angeles exhibit in the State Board of 
Trade in much better shape than he 
had anticipated from the reports sent: 
to him. 

Mr. Wiggins is in a state of high 
satisfaction over the reports brought 
from Germany by Secretary Filcher 
of the State Board of Trade, who had 
charge of the California exhibit at the 
Hamburg International Exposition. 
Not only did California win the gold 
medal for the best horticultural and 
industrial exhibit, but the only special 
medals given to any display outside 
of Germany were awarded to Los An- 
geles for the exhibit of flowers from 
the Ingleside Nursery. 

Mr. Filcher is enthusiastic over the 
prospective market in Germany for 
California dried fruits. The dealers 
there, both wholesale and retail, want 
all they can get, provided that the 


quality can be guaranteed as uni- } 


formly good. Mr. Filcher was assured. 
by many prominent German merchants 
that the one thing needful for the 
proper introduction of dried fruits into 
Germany was the _ establishment of 
small, but well-assorted, permanent 
exhibits in the principal cities. Once 
let a high quality of goods become gen- 
erally known under a California. brand 
or label, and the German dealers say 
that all California could not supply 
the demand for her dried fruits that 
would soon spread all over Europe. — 

In German cooking, especially, dried 
and crystallized fruits are much used, 
and for this reason that portion of the 
exhibit at Hamburg attracted atten- 
tion to the exclusion of other and ap- 
parently more attractive displays. 
Even Russians who saw it endeavored 
to persuade Mr. Filcher to take his 
whole exhibit into Russia, assuring 
him of a ready market there if the 
goods should be once introduced. 

In order to create a, steady market 
abroad, Mr. Wiggins and Mr. Filcher 
both agree that, for foreign shipping, 
fruit should be packed by an ex- 
change or a large corporation rather 
than by individual growers. This ex- 
change or corporation should be able 
to fill an order for fifteen or twenty 


essary, With goods of even quality 
throughout, packed in the same man- 
ner and bearing the same brand, 
which should itself be a guarantee for 
the good quality of the fruit.

REDUCING BANK CAPITAL. An- 
other’ Boston bank has signified its in- 
tention: of réducing its capital stock, 
from $800,000 to $600,000. Taking this for 
a text, the United States Investor pub- 
lishes an editorial on the general de- 
sirability of reducing the capital stock 
of flourishing banks, concluding its ar- 
‘ticle as follows: 

“The question we are discussing is a 
broader one than may appear on the 
surface. There are not lacking those 
Who ask why it would not be a wise 
step for some of our biggest and strong- 
est banks to reduce their capitaliza- 
tions. Some institutions have been go- 
ing so long, and have been so admir- 
ably managed, that they have built up 
large surplus accounts and ac- 
quired deposits many times in excess of 
the amount of their outstanding stock. 
They command the confidence of the 
public today to such an extent that 
their deposits would probably not suf- 
fer in the least shoul they cut down 
their capital ss per’céent. or more. As 
is is a recognized principle of finance 
that it is cheaper to do business on 
borrowed money than on your own cap- 
ital, it is, perhaps, pertinent to ask 
why it would not'be good economy for 
some of our big banks to return-to their 
shareholders part of the money in- 
vested, to be used in more profitable 
fields.”’ 


COMMERCIAL, 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA WHEAT. 
A San Bernardino mill man was re- 
cently interviewed by the Sun, of that 
city, and gave some interesting in- 
formation regarding the wheat crop of 
San Bernardino and Riverside coun- 
ties. The wheat acreage of the two 
counties this year is more than double 
that of last year. In 1896 the wheat 
acreage of San Bernardino county was 
300 acres, while in 1897 it is 2000 acres. 
In Riverside county the acreage of 
1896 was 30,000. acres, and in 1897 it is 
75,000 acres. The wheat crop this year

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

DRIED AND CANNED PRODUCTS 
FOR ALASKA. The rush to the north- 
ern gold fields should stimulate many 
Southern. California industries, notably 
those connected with the drying of 
fruits and vegetables. The expense of 
freight charges into the Klondyke re- 
gion is so heavy that food which can 


‘be condensed into a small weight will 


always have the preference. Already 
it is announced that dried vegetables 
are being shipped from this section to 
Klondyke. There is certainly room for 


a& great development of this industry.) 


For many years past, dried vegetables 
have been very popular in Europe, be- 
ing largely consumed on shipboard, or 
by travelers who penetrate into dis- 
tant regions. . 

These remarks also apply largely to 
the canned goods industry, concerning 
which, as it relates ro the Klondyke 
mining region, the American Cultivator 
says: 

“Perhaps it might be well to settle

ated fruits, which are now so abundant 
and comparatively so cheap. The veg- 
etables and fruits will be not only lux- 
uries, but absolute necessities of life 
to those who must subsist mostly upon 
salt meat, where arduous labor and 
the extreme cold will create a demand 
upon the system for fat meats as well. 

“Without these fruits and vegetables 
the miners might expect to be as badly 
afflicted by scurvy as in former years 
were those who manned our whaling 
vessels, and spent months in those cold 
altitudes subsisting upon salt fat 
meats. Canned goods have nearly 
made this disease unknown, or greatly 
Jessened its prevalence among our sea- 
men, and they must be the reliance of 
the miners for the same purpose. Nor 
will the saving in cost of transporta- 
tion, in convenience of preparing and 
in long keeping be a small item in 
favor of the canned and evaporated 


oods. 
“Tf the Klondyke fever continues as 
predicted until that region is peopled 
by its. tens of thousands, we predict 
a favorable trade for the canning in- 
dustries of California and the Pacific 
Coast, and those of the Eastern States 
will share in the prosperity by being 
in part relieved from the competition 
of the western packed goods. And the 
farmers will find a better market for 
their products when there is more de- 
mand for canned goods. Thus, if the 
miners prosper, others will share in the 
good results. This is truly a great 
country, but it is, as it should be, al- | 


great prosperity without other sections 
are benefited by it.’’ 
ROQUEFORT CHEESE. Advices 
from France state that there is likely 
to be a famine if not a total giving 
out of Roquefort cheese. This will be 
bad news to epicures. The cheese is 


‘made from the milk of a certain breed 


of French sheep, which feed upon the 
thyme found along the banks of rivers 
in one of the French departments. The 


. failure of the industry is due to ‘the 
dying off of the thyme. Attempts have} 


been made to feed the sheep upon or- 
dinary grass, but the results have not 
been satisfactory. 

Wild thyme grows plentifully in 
Southern California. Perhaps some of 
our Southern California farmers might 
be able to start a new industry in the 
dairy line, by importing some of these 
sheep.

NEW, YORK, Aug. 30.—The stock market 
moved up this morning and down this after- 
noon, the weakness being due to heavy profit- 
taking in the Grangers, which had moved up 
buoyantly in the morning.

Some of the recent specu- 
lative favorites had achieved so large an 
advantage that the decline left them some- 
thing to the good, and Missouri Pacific closed 
at the best, with a net gain of 1%. 
Wabash preferred closed with a net 
gain of 1% and Chesapeake and Ohio closed 
4g¢ below the top with a net gain of nearly 
a point. Atchison preferred; Western Union, 
Union Pacific also showed a: ‘fractional net 
gain. These are the notable exceptions to 
the general showing of net losses in the list 
of active and prominent stocks. The group 
of iron and steel properties was 4all strong. 
There were also remarkable gains shown 
in the inactive list. The day’s market was 
almost wholly technical, the news continu- 
ing entirely in favor of increase of prices. 
London prices for Americans came somewhat 
lower, but improved during the day without 
apparently having the slightest effect on this 
market one way or the other. The buying 
was on a large scale by prominent operators, 
supplemented by execution of commission- 
house orders and the selling for profits, the 
liquidation be.ng encouraged also by some 
talk of damage to the corn crop. Railroad 
bonds were strong and generally nigher. ‘the 
total sales were $3,500,000.

The decline favored those 
who were already short, and was seized upon 
as a good opportunity to secure a quick profit. 
Some bulls also, who had sold out before 
took on new lines, and the result was a grad- 
ual improvement. Décember started at 88%@ 
89, or 1@1\% cents below Saturday’s clese, 
and had advanced to 893, when a heavy de- 
crease in the visible was announced. This 
caused renewed buying, the price reaching 9.% 
for a mcment. Following that came the clos ng 


‘cable which showed material declines at al! 
the chief foreign markets. 


This created a 
revulsion of feeling, and by 11:30 o’clock the 
price was back to 89%. The decline for the 
day at Liverpool’ was from 1%d to 2%d per 
cental; Paris showed f.%, or 4 cents a bushel 
decline for August,-but an advance equivalent 
to. %c bushel November-February. 
Antwerp declined 62% centimes, or 34% cents 
a bushel. These declines put a quietus on 
the rather alarming statements of crop dam- 
age put forth by various foreign authori- 
ties; notably the Austrian Minister of Agri- 
culture. Chicago receipts were 545 cars. At 
Minneapolis and Duluth 545 carloads were re- 
ceived, compared with 839 on the day of 1£96. 
The clearances of wheat and*flour from At- 
lantic ports since Saturday, inclusive of 
those from New Orleans and Newport News, 
amount to the unusually heavy quantity or 
1,056,000 bushels, of which 856,000 bushels 
were in the shape of wheat. The visible de- 
crease was 1,256,000 bushels, and the total is 
now reduced to 15,473,000 bushels, against 45,+ 
572,000 bushels a year ago. The worid’s ship-

000 bushels, but the English visible de- 
creased 1,186,000 bushels, the amount on 
ocean passage increased 1,680,000 bushels. One 
pronounced feature of the market was the al- 
most complete abandonment of September 
wheat by the parties who had been respon- 
sible for the large line of it. The dumping 
of September for December commenced at 
the opening, and within an’ hour the 2% 
cents difference which existed between the 
two options Saturday had disappeared, and 
the eagerness with which exchange was made 
at even figures proved an additional source 
of weakness and ultimately sent the price 
below December. The market ruled dull dur- 
ing the closing hour, with December around 
8915. The closing prices were 88% for De- 
cember and 8&9 for September. Corn was a 
very good market. The market was strong, 
considering the receipts, 3585 cars, the larg- 
est on record. In oats fluctuations were ruled 
almost entirely by corn, and the tendency 
was generally upward. Provisions started 
weak on the break in hog prices, and liberal 
receipts. The opening decline was slight, and 
a sharp advance soon took place, which was 
probably caused by the. strength of corn.

FOREST FIRE RAGING IN THE 
VERDUGO HILLS. 


Estimate on a Complete City Sewer 
System Submitted to the Trus- 
tees—A Lively Runaway in 
Which a Young Lady Figures as 
Heroine. | 


PASADENA, Aug. 30.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A forest fire is raging about 
three miles west of Pasadena in the hills to 
the north of Eagle Rock Valley, known as the 
Verdugo Hills. The smoke has been plainly 
discernable from Pasadena all day. A Times 
reporter drove over in the vicinity of the fire 
_this afternoon and found it to be about a 
Mile east of Eagle Rock, and although the 
wind blew the smoke from the fire in a 
northeasterly direction, the flames were eating 
‘their way south, or right into the teeth of 
‘the wind. At this writing about a mile square 
appears to be burning in the cafions and on 
the side of the mountains. | 
The place is inaccessible except on foot 
and then is apparently about a mile from 
any house.

time and expense. — : 

“With the above explanation I.would esti- 
mate the cost of one hundred and seventy 
thousand, four hundred and forty dollars 
($170,440.) 
- “T would also add that the amount ex- 

nded to date for sewers built under the 

rooman Act and since constructed under 
the bonds, to be twenty thousand, four hun- 
dred and six dollars ($20,406.)’’

CHINO. 


Nature Gives the Farmers a Gentle 
Hint Regarding Soils. 
CHINO, Aug. 30. —[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] There is no discount on Chino soil, 
and yet the fact is becoming very evident to 
every one that there is going to be a big 
shrinkage in the beet harvest this year from 
expectations. There seems little doubt, in 
fact, that this is a hint on the part of nature 
that: beets, as well as other crops, demand a 
certain rotation in planting. For seven years 
beets have been grown on much the same 
land, and that the soil is in places coming to 
need replenishing in plant food, is. not 
strange. This is probably one reason why 
the “‘purity’’ of the beets grown this year is 
falling below the average and why the sugar 
percentage is not what it ought to be. With 
the8e two disappointing and the ayer- 
age yield being below the normal, the. ex- 
Sa of an uncommonly good season are 
anished. Yet the acreagé is very heavy, and 
this will prdébably enable the farmers to put 
more money in their pockets than ever be- 
fore. The condition of the beets is holding 
back the crop, but very little of which has 


| yet been harvested, comparatively, and it is 


now' evident that the campaign at the factor» 
will close later than usual, probably extend- 
ing to December 15. 

The creamery will start up Wednesday, hav- 
ing a capacity of about three thousand fgal- 
lons of milk per day, and this involves plac- 
ing nearly one thousand head of cattle on the 
ranch, which will be greatly to its benefit, 
in returning to the soil a large portion of its 
production. A large portion of. the beet- 
growers will keep several head of cattle, feed- 
ing them pulp from the factory, and this, it 
is thought, will counteract .the effect of the 
drain on the soil by continuous planting.

ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) - 

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says 
President McKinley has some impor- 
tant army and navy patronage to dis- 
tribute before he returns to Washing- 
ton. The Adjutant-Generalship of the 
army will become vacant by the re- 
tirement of Gen. Ruggles, September 
11. It is settled that Col. Breck will 
succeed him. His term of office, how- 
ever, will be short, as he will reach 
the retirement age on February 25, 1898. 

Col. Henry C. Corbin, adjutant-gen- 
eral for the Department of the East, 
now at Governor's Island, is next in 
rank. A hard fight is being made by 
Col. Sheridan, brother of the late Gen. 
Sheridan. Col. Sheridan is two years 
older than Col. Corbin. Col. Martin 
Barber,adjutant-general of the Depart- 
ment of -the Missouri, will, is it under- 
stood, be ordered to Governor's Island. 
Col. Sheridan, now at St. Paul, will 
succeed Col. Barber at Chicago, and 
Col. Schwan, adjutnat-general of the 
Department of the Platte, will go to St. 
Paul. 

The official announcement will be 
made this week of the appointment of 
three officers for the naval service as 
chiefs of bureaus.

Will not Be Adopted Without a 
Monetary Crisis. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Lima, Peru, says El 
Comercio announces editorially that 


_the financial measures recently sub- 


mitted to and now pending in the Pe- 
ruvian Congress will. without doubt, 
lead to the adoption of the gold stand- 
ard in Peru. This result, El Comercio 
further says, will not be brought about 
without a monetary crisis, more or less 
intense.
